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LORD SALISBURY’S POLICY 


A STATEMENT ABOUT RUSSIAN 
AND EGYPTIAN MATTERS. 

TO TAKE UP THE POLICY OF HIS PREDECES- 
SOR AND CONDUCT IT TO AN ISSUE CON- 
SISTENT WITH PUBLIC INTEREST. 

Lonpon, July 6.—In the House of Lords 
this afternoon the Marquis of Salisbury 
made a statement to the effect that he 
would continue the policy adopted by Mr. 
Gladstone in regard to the negotiations 
with Russia for the settlement of the 
frontier of Afghanistan. In moving the 
adjournment of the House he said it 
would be convenient to explain the con- 
dition of one or two important questions 
which greatly affected foreign affairs and 
the position of England. 

The matter of the gravest importance, 
he said, was the recent negotiations with 
Russia in regard to the frontier of Afghan- 
istan. The business of the Government 
was not,now to consider or comment upon 
the past. lt was their business to take up 
the policy of their predecessors and to 
conduct it to an issue consistent with the 
public interest. But it was not their busi- 
ness to enter into any controversy regard- 
ing that policy. It must be observed, he 
said, that there were very clear restric- 
tions upon the action of the present Gov- 
ernment, arising from the fact that they 
had assumed office at a time when certain 
matters were drawing near an end, the 
result being that many pledges were given, 


and the first duty of any Gevernment was 
to see that pledges which an English Gov- 
ernment had given should be observed. 

As far as he had an opportunity of judg- 
ing the negotiations between Russia and 
England had been conducted with an 
earnest desire to arrive at an adequate 
settlement, but he was bound to say that 
the negotiations had not gone far enough 
to enable him to speak positively. e 
must ask their lordships not to attach too 
much importance to these negotiations as 
final and conclusive, even when concluded, 
as the whole conditien of affairs in Cen- 
tral Asia was very unsatisfactory and un- 
certain. ‘‘ We hope,” he said, *‘ to arrive at 
an amicable settlement of the difference in 
regard to the Zulfikar Pass, which Eng- 
land has promised the Ameer will be in- 
cluded in Afghanistan. The promise must 
be kept. Whatever settlement may be 
arrived at it is our duty toskillfully devise 
and vigorously carry out measures for the 
defense of the Indian frontier. Further- 
more, we should stretch out beyond, so 
that when the tide of war comes it will not 
ceme near our defenses. ‘hese prepara- 
tions must be promptly and energeticall 
made, and I trust that this policy will 
mever be abandened.”’ 

In concluding his speech Lord Salisbury 
said: ‘‘ The present difficulty in Egypt is, 
perhaps, one of the most complieatcd 
problems that has ever been submitted to 
a Government. The difficulties, are enor- 
mous and of many kinds. Those difficul- 
ties now. form the subject of negotiation. 
It is, perhaps, rather too early to express 
an opinion as to the issue. Before de- 
ciding upon any remedy the Govern- 
ment must take counsel of those 
best qualified by experience to guide 
them. Their policy should be steady 
and without oscillation. One most mo- 
mentous issue is the defense of the 
frontier of Ezypt by the Egyptians, assist- 
ed, no doubt, in some measure by our- 
selves, against the tide of fanaticism and 
barbarism. It is necessary to establish 
such a state of things that if we eventu- 
ally withdraw our protecting hand Egypt 
will be left safe. All ef these questions 
require time to settle. One principle must 
animate us, namely, to so weigh our steps 
that once taken we must not retrace them. 
The military difficulty is alarge one; the 
political difficulty is a greater one still.” 
The question was whether the Provinces in 
the Seudan which had lately ceased tw be 
practically under the control of Egypt 
should be abandoned to their fate. The 
most important of all Egyptian questions, 
hewever, was the financial question, which 
Was as yet unsettled. Until this question 
~was settled nothing ceuld be done. There 
was no alternative between taking asteady, 
cautious, and circumspect policy and tak- 
ing a course which would cover England 
with shame, namely, to abandon Egypt to 
her fate. 

The Marquis of Salisbury then referred 
to the domestic policy of his Government. 
He said that it was intended to avoid con- 
tentious legislation and to promote only 
such measures a8 were necessary. These 
would include, perhaps, the Secretary for 
Scotland bill. He would wind up the ses- 
sion at the earliest date possible, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the general elections 
would be held on Nov. 17. Lord Salisbu- 
ry’s statement lasted halfan hour. Hefre- 
qaeasy emphasized the fact that the Khé- 

ive had throughout been loyal to England. 

The Earl of Carnarvon, Lord Lieuten- 
ant of lreland, gave statistics of crime in 
Ireland in recent years, showing an enor- 
mous decrease since the passage ef the 
Crimes act. The Gevernment, he said, un- 
der existing circumstances, consider it un- 
advisable to renew theact. They trusted 
that a firm administration of the ordinary 
law would maintain tranquillity. 

The Yelegraph this morning publishes 
the scheme for the settlement of the Egyp- 
tian question originally proposed by the 
Earl of Northbrook, First Lord of the 
Admiralty in the late Cabinet, and says 
that it was favorably considered at the 
Cabinet Council held last Saturday. It

until the country is pacified, the abolition 
of slave raids and the export trade in 
slaves, the protection of legitimate trade, 
the payment of tribute by Egypt to the 
Sultan, and the recognition of his right 
of suzeraiuty over both Upper and Lower 
Egypt. 

DuBLIn, July 6.—At a meeting of the 
Municipal Council to-day the Lord Mayor 
ruled out of order a motion to present an 
address of welcome to the Earl of Carnar- 
von, the new Lord Lieutenant. The Con- 
servative members of the Council, by 
whom the motion was made and sup- 
ported, thereupon withdrew from the 
chamber. After the departure of these 
members the members remaining unani- 
mously nominated Mr. T. D. Sullivan, 
member of Parliament for Westmeath 
County, for Lord Mayor in 1886. 

The Summer Assizes in Ireland opened 
to-day with a remarkable decrease in the 
number of cases to be tried. The only trial 
in which the death penalty is likely to be 
meted out is the case of Wiitam Sheehan 
and his brother-in-law, David Brown, 
which comes up atthe Cork Agsizes on 
July 23. The prisoners are charged with 
the triple murder of Sheehan’s mother, 
sister, and brother at Castletownreche, 
Oct. 27, 1877. There are no agrarian crimes 
on the calendars, and very tew ordinary 
cases of crime are to be tried.

THE FRENCH ATTACKED AT HUE. 
GEN. COURCY REPORTS 1,500 ANAMITES 
AND ONLY 60 OF HIS MEN KILLED. 
Paris, July 6.—Gen. Courcy telegraphs 
from Hué that the night after his arrival at that 
piace the Anamite garrison made an unex- 
pected attack upon his forces, but was repulsed. 
In his first dispatch, dated July 5, 8 A. M., he 
says: “ The French Legation and Hongca were 
suddenly attacked at 1 o’clock this morning by 
the whole Anamite garrison of the citadel. The 
entire quarters of the marines and infantry, 
consisting of straw huts posted around the 


Legation, were set on fire,some by incendiary 
missiles and others by hand, but the Embassy 
itself was untouched. No serious losses oc- 
curred. It is impossible to know what happened 
at Hongca, where the Thira Zouaves are 
quartered. The citadel is afire at several 
points. A hot artillery and infantry fire is being 
kept up. I am certain from the direction of the 
firing that the enemy have been repulsed. 

have been able to save the telegraph hut, and 
have sent orders to Hiphong to have the troops 
encamped there sent here. I feel no uneasiness.” 

He described the situation eight hours later 
as follows: ‘The citadei is in our possession, 
with 1,000 canno.;. The troops behaved splendia- 
ly,and I bave full confidence in them. Our 
losses were considerable. The Anamite at- 
tack commenced at 1 o’clock this morning 
simultaneously against the part of the citadel 
occupied by us and the Legation. The ussail- 
ants numbered 30,000. They burned the straw 
barracks with rockets. The soldiers’ effects 
were burned, but the ammunition and pro- 
visions are safe. The Legation was rid- 
died with shot. I am making all the 
necessary dispositions for repulsing another 
attack, which may be expected to-night, 
at any rate, against the Legation. You need 
have no uneasiness.” At midnight he tele- 
graphed: **We remain in possession of the cit- 
adel. After the shameful attaek by all the An- 
amite troops our troops awoke and found their 
—— afireand themselves being bombarded. 

hey held their ground until daybreak, when 
they advanced and routed the enemy. From 
1,200 to 1,600 Anamite corpses cover the ground. 
Our losses are 60 killed and wounded. I will send 
you the details of the occurrence to-morrow, to- 
gether with a list of the rewards for this feat of 
arms, which redounds to the honor of our brave 
officers and soldiers. Iam warned of an attack 
upon the Legation to-night and am myself look- 
ing out. All will go well.” 

it is stated that the loss of the Frenchin the 
fight at Hue was much greater than Gen. Courcy 
reported it to be, Itis also said that the posi- 
tion of Gen. Courcy’s force is a critical one, and 
that strong reinforcements have been sent to 
him from Tonquin. It is considered very prob- 
abie that another campaign will have to be un- 
dertaken by the French, as the Anamites are 
resolved to oppose French protection. 

The press of Paris, speaking of the attack, in- 
sist that a severe and striking punishment 
should he administered to the Anamites. They 
also express the beliéf that the attack was the 
result of a conspiracy fomented by China. M. 
de Freycinet, Minister for Foreign Affaire, has 
ordered Gen. Courcy to exact from the Govern- 
ment at Hué an immediate reparation for the 
attack. 

In the Chamber of Deputies the telegrams 
from Gen. Courcy were read by M. de Frey- 
cinet. Gen. Campenon, Minister of War, said 
that the French forces in Tonquin numbered 
85,000, of these 3,000 were available to be dis- 
patched to any point. He begged the House to 
feel reassured. Mer. Freppel said that the events 
at Hué had modified the situation in relation to 
China, and he therefore moved an adjournment 
of the debate on the Chinese peace treaty. M. 
de Freycinet opposed the motion, and the Cham- 
ber sustained his objection by defeating the mo- 
tion. The Chamber of Deputies ratified the 
Chinese treaty by a large majority. Before 
the vote was taken, M. de Freycinet made a 
speech in which he pointed out that there 
was nothing ambiguous about the treaty aud 
that it completely settied the question of suze- 
rainty over Annam. The tribute hitherto pay- 
able to China would be paid nolonger. It the 
treaty did not contain all one wished, still it 
could be ratified without prejudice to the honor 
or interests of France, as it embodied a settile- 
ment productive of adventage only to France 
and general civilization. ''he Prime Minister's 
speech was received with cheers. 


RUSSIA FEELING INSULTED. 

St. PerrrsBpurG, July 6.—Advices from 
the Russian tront on the Murghab state that the 
Afghans are massing troops on the frontier. 
This movement leads the Russians to believe 
that it is the intention of the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan to attempt an attack on the Russian forces 
in order to revenge the defeat of his troops in 
the battle of Penjdan. The same advices say 
that the Sariks are also excited at the move- 
ments of the Afghan troops. It seems likely 
that these movements will end in Russian inter- 
ference should the Afghans again go tothe 
length of justifying the Russians in regarding 
their action as an insolent challenge. 

The Russian press comments at great length 
upon the conferring of the decoratien of the Or- 
der of the Bath upon Sir Peter Lumsden and 
the reported intention of the British Govern- 
ment to appoint Sir Austen Layard as Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey, which are considercd direct dem- 
onstrations against Russia. The Government is 
urged to demand the strongest guarantees from 
England with regard to Afghanistan. In well 
informed circles, however, it is stated that the 
frontier negotiations continue smoothly on 
their former basis. 

Lonpon, July 6. — Sir- Michael Hicks- 
Beach, in reply to Mr. Labouchere in the House 
of Commons to-day, said no communication had 
been received from Russia with regard to the 
reported utterance of Sir Randolph Churchili 
that “Russia has tricked, deceived, and lied to 
us as only a Russian can.” Sir Randolph, be 
added, does not admit that his speeeh was accu- 
rately quoted. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 6.—The work of 
fortifying the Bosphorus has been stopped, ow- 
ing to a conviction that there is no further dan- 
ger of collision between England and Russia.

RECEIVED BY THE EMPRESS. 
CoBLENZ, July 6.—The town is decorated 
with flags to-day, aud the streets are crowded, 
Empress Augusta, in the presence of Crown 
Prince Frederick William, received a deputation 
of the New-York riflemen and accepted from 


them a bouquet. The riflemen, in 50 carriages 
ecorated with flags, afterward defiled before 


“the windows of the Empress’s apartments salut- 


ing her as they passed. 

Mr. Weber, on behalf of the riflemen, ad- 
dressed the Empress, saying that the honor con- 
ferred by her in receiving the deputation would 
find a joyful echo inthe hearts of the citizens 
of America and Germany. The Empress re- 
plied that she was extremely pleased 
the celebration and féte on the Rhine. 
She rejoiced over the numerous proofs of sym- 
pathy from German-Americans, and welcomed 
every means of tightening the bonds uniting 
German-Americans to their Fatherland. She 
was glad to hear of the well-doing of her sisters 
in the German hospital in New-York. In con- 
clusion the Empress paid a graceful tribute of 
sympathy to Mr. Ottendorfer upon the loss of 
his wife. The Empress and the Crown Prince 
afterward conversed with the riflemen individu- 
ally,and promised to narrate to the Emperor the 
details of the event. 


THE CHOLERA’S PROGRESS. 

MADRID, July 6.—In the whole of Spain 
yesterday there were 1,467 new cases of cholera 
and 660 deaths from the disease. Of these there 
were 219 new cases and 56 deaths in Aranjuez, 
264 new cases and 144 deaths in the city of 
Valencia, and 680 new cases and 417 deaths in the 
Province of Valencia. 

WASHINGTON, July 6—United States 
Consul Mason, at Marseilles, has informed the 
Department of State that cholera has again ap- 
peared in that city and in Toulon. A general 
exodus from Marseilles has begun. He reports 
that the apparent death rate is below the aver- 


age. 
TOPICS OF INTEREST ABROAD. 

Suana@ual, July 6.—Recent actions on 
the part of Russia have given rise to a suspicion 
that that Government contemplates an interfer- 
ence with the integrity of Corea. The Chinese 
Government is much alarmed, and is taking 
measures to protect Coreaahd to defeat any 
movement which Russia migbt make against 
her. Troops are being m near Viadivo- 
stock, and a fleet consiting of ali the men-of- 
war available has been dispatched to watch the 
Corean coast. 

Lonpbon, July 6.—Gen. Lord Wolseley will 
transfer the command of the troops in the Sou- 
dan to Gen. Stephenson. 

The Pal Mall Gazette this afternoon devotes 
five pages of its space to showing that the trade 
in young girls tor immoral purposes has in- 
creased of late years. It claims that the growth 
in this traffic is due to the utter worthlessnegs of 
the law in relation to the matter. The names of 
several wealtay men holding prominent posi- 


tions in society are mentioned in connection 
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with the business. The Gazette states that it 
still has the details of alarge number of other 
cases which were omitted to-day owing to a lack 
of space, but that they will be giveg to the pub- 
lic in the course of a few days. 


BERLIN, July 6.—A settlement has been 
effected in the majter of the Duke of Bruns- 
wick’s will, The King of Saxony and the Duke 
of Cumberland agree to pay to the tour 
heirs who are not mentioned in the will—the 
Princess of Hohenzollern, the Duchess of Ham- 
iiton, the Duke of Bavaria, and Prince Alexan- 
der of Hesse—£75,000 in settlement of all claims. 


Parts, July 6.—A bill has been presented 
in the Chamber of Deputies to enable the Gov- 
ernment to confer distinction upon persens who 
render signal serviceto France in the Congo 
country. The preamble states that the task of 
M. de Brazza in that country has n com- 
pletely executed, and that in future affairs re- 
lating to the Congo will be conducted under the 
direction of the Ministers of Marine and Com- 
merce, instead of under the Ministry of Public 
Instruction, as heretofore. ;

QUARRELING HIBERNIANS. 





AN EFFORT BY THE AMERICAN BOARD TO 


RECOVER PROPERTY OF THE ORDER. 

PiTTsBuRG, July 6.—The greater portion 
of the divisions of the Ancient Order of Hiberni- 
ans in this part of the country have seceded 
from the organization and taken with them all 
the paraphernalia, money, &&. The same has 
been done in Philadelphia, New-York, Boston, 
St. Louis, and Chicago, The minority is about 
to bring an action for the recovery of the capt- 
ured property. 

In May, 1884, at the annual convention of the 
order, held in Cieveland, the Right Rev. Bishop 
Gilmour, when invited to address the assembled 
delegates, plainly explained that one of the 
strongest objections of the Catholic Church to 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians was that they 
were subject to some unknown power in Eu- 
rope; sometimes in Scotland, sometimes in Eng- 
jJand, and sometimes in Ireland; that the grips, 
signs, pass words, and other secret work was 
dictated from this unknown sourcé, while many 
of the members here, although nominally Cath- 
olics, give absolute allegiance to this mysterious 
power, not knowing if it was infidel, pa- 
gan, or heretical at heart. With a society 
thus conducted the church could have no 
fellowship. The Bishop was satisfied that the 
vast majority of the Hibernians in the United 
States loved their religion above all else, ana 
were willing, as dutiful children, to obey their 
mother, the Church. The Church discounte- 
nanced such foreign affiliations. Outside of this 
there was little or nothing that could be objected 
to in the constitution or conduct of the Hiber- 
nians in America. He advised them to withdraw 
all connection with this invisible and irresponsi- 
ble ** Board of Erin,” otherwise they could ex- 
pect no countenance trom the. Catholic hier- 
archy, soon to assemble in the National Plenary 
Council in Baltimore. The advice was followed 
and a committee appointed. Archbishop Gibbs, 
of Baltimore, and Archbishop Ryan, of Phila- 
delphia, assured them that as the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians of the United States had con- 
formed to the wishes of their spiritual advisers 
all that bad been objectionable in the order had 
been removed. 

* Now,” said Mr. Con Horgan, who is one of 
the American Board of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, “ prior to this action of the Cleve- 
jand convention our constitution provided that 
the headquarters of the order should be in New- 
York, and that the annual convention for the 
election of officers be held there. That, of 
course, gave the New-York men absolute con- 
trol of the American order, and they packed the 
convention to suit themselves, At those con- 
ventions officers were elected under the instruc- 
tions from the Board of Erin. We had 100 mem- 
bers here to one in the old country, but we 
allowed them to govern us through this board; 
We finally decided to hoid our conventions in 
different cities, and so amended our “con- 
stitutions. A number of New-Yorkers still 
adhered to. the Board of Erin. They had 
followers in Boston, Philadelphia, and other 
cities. We elected our own officers and, as 
stated, formed the American Board. The New- 
York men appealed to the Board of Erin, of 
whom we knew nothing, and the latter took 
them as the American branch, refusing to recog- 
nize the officers we had elected. It was then we 
retaliated, and in accordance with tbe wishes of 
the church refused to acknowledge the right of 
the Board of Erin to interfere. We get our signs, 
passwords, &c., from the order, but our charter, 
constitutions, and officers are American. The 
kickers, who number one out of each 100 mem- 
bers, are those who still hold allegiance to the 
Board of Erin, and they are mostly in New- 
York. Weare doing all we can to remain in the 
church, for there is nothing in our order which 
may not be countenanced by our spiritual 


guides.”

GOV. HOADLY’S FRIEND. 


HOW EX-MINISTER NOYES CAME TO GET 
HIS APPOINTMENT. 

CINCINNATI, July 6.—The appointment 
of ex-Minister Noyes as a Director of the Union 
Pacific Railroad excites increased com- 
ment each day. Gen. Noyes has not yet 
received an Official notification of his ap- 
pointment, and has been at as great a loss 
asany of his friends to account forit. He says 
he was not a candidate for the piace, in fact did 
not even know that there was a vacancy in the 
board to be filled. Asastanch and outspoken 
Republican the thought of being a candidate for 


any otfice under the present Administration 
had not entered his mind, and on the 
night of the day the appointment was 
made he made aspeech at a political gathering 
in which he spoke harshly of the Democratic 
Party, and said in effect that he had seen resin 
of its so-called reform performances. Naturally 
the appointment, under such circumstances, has 
embarrassea him, and he is evidently at a :oss to 
know what to say in regard toit, but he confesses 
a lively appreciation of the compliment which it 
conveys. 

It became known to-day for the first time that 
the appointment was made upon the suggestion 
of Gov. Hoadly. This does not simplify matters 
any. Gen. Noyes took a prominent part in the 
seating of ex-President Hayes, and in so doing 
was opposed to Gov. Hoadly, who made 
the argument for Mr. Tilden in the 
Oregon case. Hoadly’s efforts were special- 
ly appreciated by Mr. Tilden, and he has 
ever since been regarded as the representative of 
Tilden in this section, and as one of the men 
whom Tilden has desired should be advanced to 
a high place inthe Government. And now the 
first appointment of any consequence which 
Gov. Hgadly has secured from the present Ad- 
ministration is that of oneof his fves in that 
memorable contest. Why he should have 
suggested such a man to President Cleveland ia 
a question which has been many times asked to- 
day. The answer that Gen, Noyos is one of his 
old friends at the Cincinnati Bar does not suffice, 
and no other answer has thus far been sug- 

ested.

AN EDITOR KILLED IN A DUEL. 
_ GALVESTON, Texas, July 6.—A special dis- 
patch to the News from Laredo says: “At 10 
o’clock last night both Laredos were thrown 
into astateof great excitement upon hearing 
some 20 shots fired in rapid succession in 
New-Laredo. This excitement was intensified 
from the fact, generally known, that José 
Lopez Manta!]bo, editor of the Horizonte, a Mex- 
ican paper = blished in Laredo, had gone across 
the river about sundown to engage in mortal 
combat with young Pedro Arguindigui, the 
editor of £l Brawo, —- in New-Laredo. 
After considerable difficulty it was leurned 
that Montalbo was shot seven times 
and died within two hours, while Ar- 
guindigui was slightly wounded, once across 
the abdomen and once through the richt thigh.

ASSAULTED BY STRIKERS 


A FATAL AFFRAY BETWEEN WORK- 
MEN AT CLEVELAND. 
SEVERAL LITTLE SKIRMISHES ALONG THE 

STREET CAR LINES IN CHICAGO—NO 

SETTLEMENT OF THE TROUBLES YET. 

CLEVELAND, July 6.—Great apprehension 
exists among the police authorities and citizens 
generally regarding the present aspect of the 
strike in the mills of the Eighteenth Ward. This 
morning there was a terrible stabbing affray be- 
tween Irish and Polish mill hands at a saloon on 
Woodland Hills. The Poles asa general thing 
are very clannish, and generally patronize a par- 
ticular saloon. At about midnight, when nearly 
all of. them were under the influence of liquor, 
several Irishmen who had refused to join the 
ranks of the strikers, entered the place. 
The Polanders surrounded them and be- 
gan to taunt them. One of them 
called an Irishman names and the Irishman 
struck him. A free fight was immediately pre- 
cipitated, and the Poles, drawing their knives, 
began to stab right and left. The Irishmen 
drew knives and billies and succeeded in fight- 
ing their way out of the place, not without re- 
ceiving a number of ugly wounds. When the 
police reached the scene John Mac Jias, Stephen 
Kischeck, Jack Harton, Jack Swako, and John 


Yanshka were found lying on the floor terribly 
cut. The district physician was called, and it 
was found on examination that the only one 
fatally injured was John Yanshka. He was 
stabbed in 15 places, a gash five inches long in 
the side being the fatal one. He was taken to 
his home, where he died about noon. 

At 9 o’clock the strikers, about 3,000 strong, 
met at the old rendezvous called the Peach 
Orchard and began their march tothecity. A 
committee of four had been appointed to wait 
upon Mr. Chisholm, President of the Rolling 
Mill Company, and ask for a redress of griev- 
ances, and the procession was formed as an 
escort of honor to these men. They were mar- 
shaled by a striker on horseback and had a drum 
corps. They carried the American flag. Asthey 
passed the works of the Union Rolling Mill 
Company the employes at these works threw 
down their tools and joined the procession, an 
action that met with great applause. They 
reached the ws about ll o’clock and drew up in 
front of the offices of the Cleveland Rolling Mill 
Company, at the corner of Water and Superior 
streets. The streets were blockaded by thou- 
sands of people anxious to see what was going 


on. 

The committee went direct to Mr. Chisholm’s 
one. and tbe following conversation took 
place: : 

Strikers—We came to see if you would take 
down the notices of a reduction of wages, and to 
ask that we be paid every two weeks instead of 
once in four or five weeks. Will you do it? 

Chisholm—I cannot do anything different from 
what I have. Business is so dull that a reduction 
is necessary, and as for paying every two weeks, 
that is impossible. 

With this the strikers withdrew and proceeded 
at once to the City Hall, where they were met 
by Mayor Gardner. He cautioned them against 
any acts of violence, and said that he would do 
all he could to influence the mill owners to re- 
store their pay. They left the City Hall and 
proceeded to the Eighteenth Ward, where they 
disbanded. During the progress of the proces- 
pes poquess cries of ‘Work or blood!” were 

eard. 


Curcaeo, July 6—The West Division 
Railway Company succeeded in runzing a total 
of 33 cars on Lake, Randolph, Madison, and 
Van Buren streets to-day, and though there 
was a very large police force on hand 
in the morning there was comparatively 
nothing for it to do. The demonstrations 
of the crowds at no time assumed alarming di- 
mensions, and several minor outbreaks were 
quickly quelled with a very slight flourish of the 
hickories. The patronage accorded the cars was 
licht in the morning, but later in the day it was 
much better, carsin the afternoon beiny well 
crowded, and under the protection of less than 
half a dozen officers, thus indicating that peo- 
ple will ride if given the opportunity. 

The only outbreaks of the day occurred about 
the middle of the afternoon. At 3 o'clock a 
crowd ot from 200 to 300 men gathered at Robey- 
street, on the Van Buren-street line, and placed 
atorpedo on the track. A car bound down 
town with four policemen on board passed over 
the torpedo, exploding it. In. the excitement 
which followed the little crowd .surged around 
the car. Thomas Gorman unhitched the 
horses and started them west again. A blow 
from a policeman's club stretched him on the 
ground with his skull laid bare. In the mean- 
time the car was seized and overturned, while 
the driver, a young man named Thomas Caruth, 
was badly beaten, his face being pounded to a 
jelly. The street was cleared, and there was no 
more excitement there. 

The crowd moved over to Madison-street and 
intercepted a car in which there were four offi- 
cers anda number of passengers. The passen- 
gers were ordered out, and while part of the 
crowd held the officers the rest pounded the con- 
ductor and driver. The car was overturned and 
the crowd then dispersed. The officers, accord- 
ing to the statement of those present, made no 
effort to protect the conductorand ariver. ‘i 
Bonfield characterized his subordinates as a ** lot 
of lunkheads." 

There were a pees many men crowded around 
the offices of the company to-day looking for 
work, Superintendent Lake says that the com- 
pany had engaged about 150 men. Of the strik- 
ing employes he said that at least 300 were ready 
to go back to work. Judge Prendergast, who 
was selected by the strikers to represent them 
on an arbitration committee, has acceptea the 
position, but the company steadfastly refuses to 
submit its trouble to arbitration. 

Meetings were held in various parts of the city 
to-night to express sympathy with the strikers. 
In the main they were Fagan 4 attended. The 
City Council also wrestied with the subject of 
the strike to-night, and finally appointed a com- 
mittee which it proposes shall confer to-morrow 
with the company and the strikers. 

The company propose to continue to-morrow 
the operation of the lines run to-day, and add 
the Milwaukee-avenue line. 





THE “ BEGGAR STUDENT” IN COURT. 

CurcaGo, July 6.—John A. McCaull, pro- 
prietor of the McCaull Opera Company, to-day 
secured from Judge Blodgett an injunction re- 
straining W. A. Thompson, proprietor of the 
Thompson Opera Company, and C. D. Hess and 
John A. Hamlin, of the Great Exposition Opera 
House, from playing the ** Beggar Student” at 


the latter’s theatre. In his petition McCaull 
tells how he came into possession of the opera, 
and says that he granted Thompson the right 
to play it for the seasons of 1884 and 1885 on pay- 
ment of $1,000 cash and a royalty of 5 per cent. 
of the receipts, on condition that the royalt 
was paid punctually every week. MeCaull 
claims that Thompson has not fulfilled his con- 
tracts, but has gone ahead and is producing the 
work, or a “simulated copy” of it, without his 
permission. Thompson had intended to begin 
playing the * Beggar Student” to-night, and had 
sold tickets for that opera. The injunction com- 
Ppelled him to change his plans, and after hard 
work he managed to put ** Patience’’ on the 
stage. The audience took the change of pro- 

ramme good humoredly. Thompson says 
Mocaull is actuated by spite and jealousy, and 
that he will undoubtedly produce his versson of 
the * Beggar Student” in Chicago.

PREPARING FOR AN INDIAN WAR. 


INDIANS WITHOUT FOOD ORDERED TO BE 
¥ED WITH ARMY STORES. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., July 6.—A brief in- 
terview has been obtained with Roman Nose, 
the renegade Sioux, who has cast his lot with the 
Cheyennes and has apparently devoted all his 
energies to making trouble. He possesses a 
considerable following among the Cheyennes, 
and has Jed several raids on the cattle of the 
companies which have leased grazing land from 
the Cheyennes and Arapahoes. His complaints 
are chiefly against the cattle companies, which 
he asserts have tenced in much of the best hunt- 


ing land and forced the Indians to tramp over 
sterile plains in search of game. He claims 
that She payments made by the cattle companies 
to the Cheyennes and Arapahoes are not fairly 
divided, and that the cattle turned over to the 
Indians and branded to denote their ownership 
are ** govbled” by the bigger chiefs to the exciu- 
sion of the lesser ones, e believes that before 
long there will be a general Indian war, and that 
the Indians might as weil die fighting as to be 
driven about and hemmed in and starved by 
white men. The war, said he, will begin with 
the Cheyennes and Arapahoes, and then the Co- 
manches, Apaches, Kiowas, and other tribes will 
join them and fight even to extermination, 
ae... the cowboys trouble you much?” he was 
* Yes,” he answered, “they have rifles and 
revolvers and whisky, and shoot Indlans when 
they get drunk; but Agent Dyer tells us that 
the Great Father at Washington wants us to 
give up our guns and plow and plant and raise 
cattle. When we do that the cowboys and other 
bad white men will kill us and take our prop- 


#| erty, for we will have no way to defend ourselves, 


and the soldiers will not heip us.” 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—Gen. Schofield has 
forwarded to the War pepenase a dispatch 
trom Col. Bradley, in which the’latter says the 
Mescalero Apaches in the vicinity of Southeast- 
ern New-Mexico are becoming restless because 
their supplies are giving out. At present they 
have nothing but beef and short rations. 

In communicating the above information to 
Adjt.-Gen. Drum Gen. Schofield said that as 
there were as many Indian difficulties as the 
troups were able to handle, he thought if the 
Indian Bureau could not furnish supphes to 
these people, the army had better feed them out 
of their stores and charge the amount to the In- 
dian Bureau. Secretary Lamar consented to this 
| gat ena and Gen. Schofield was directed to 
ssue rations from the military stores at the post 
where the trouble is threatened. 

** We would have had our hands full,” said an 
officer holding a prominent position here in 
commenting to-day upon the above dispatch, 
“if the Apaches in Southeastern New-Mexico 
had gone on the warpath. The Utes in North- 
western and Northern Mexico, the Apaches in 
Arizona, and the Cheyennes in the Indian Teri- 
tory are all seine us trouble, and they are 
widely separated. hen one knows the condi- 
tion of the Indians he cannot: blame them for 
their actions. They have no food. and there is 
no game for them to kil. The Govern- 
ment is not half feeding them. I understand 
that appropriations for the Indians are less 
now than they were several years ago, and I 
have it trom no less authority than the General 
of the army that they are cheated out of por- 
tions of food purchased by these appropriations 
to which they are entitled by collusion between 
dealers and agents. They get cattle weighing 
one-half or one-fourth what their contract calls 
for. Of course, when this is done their food 
gives out before the end of the year, and they 
can get nothing additional on the reservation 
except snakes and insects, which they do eat.” 

Another army officer says that the. amount of 
food allowed an Indian by the Government will 
not equal more than one-fourth the amount 
which is given to soldiers. 





NEWFOUNDLAND AND CANADA, 


THE TROUBLE GROWING OUT OF THE TAX 
ON FISH AND OIL. 

MONTREAL, July 6.—At a meeting of the 
Corn Exchange this morning a vote of thanks 
,was passed to the city members for inducing 
the Government to remove the taxes on imports 
from Newfoundland. The action of the Gov- 
@xnment has given a good deal of satisfaction of 
ateicity merchants interested, and bas partially 


‘atoned for the neglect which the matter had 
previously experienced, but every one is anxious 
for a speedy, definite settlement of the dispute 
that they may knew upon what basis business is 
to betransacted. There seems to be a strong 
feeling that if an exception ismadeto New- 
foundiand in the case of imports of fish and 
oil, the Island Government should also 
make concessions on her part. The pres- 
ent action ot Newfoundland, so it is 
claimed, is to impose a. double duty 
upon Canadian imports as compared with 
those from the United States, for while the lat- 
ter bas imposed duties similar to those of Cana- 
da, yet imports from the United States are ad- 
mitted at the old duty, while those of the sister 
colony have a prohibitive tax imposed upon 
them, so that while Canada imposes a duty upon 
fish and oil from any source, Newfoundland im- 
poses a retaliating duty on Canadian goods. 

Mr. Curran, member of Parliament: for Mon- 
treal, Centre, says there is every prospect that a 
satisfactory arrangeme . will be arrived at be- 
tween the Government and Newfoundland, as 
the latter has infinitely more to lose than the 
Dominion, He thinks Parliament will close in 
10 days, and there will be only one more debate 
—that on the policy of the Government regard- 
ing the Northwest.

THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY’S LOSS. 
CurcoaGco, July 6.—Some years ago Ste- 
phen A. Douglas deeded to John C. Burroughs 
for the University of Chicago the valuable piece 
of real estate where the university now stands. 
Coupled with the gift was a stipulation that 


the title of the land should forever remain 
in the university for university purposes. 
In 1876 the Trustees gave a trust deed 
for $150,000 on the property, under which 
a decree of foreclosure was entered !ast Winter 
for over $326,000. The heirs of Douglas began a 
suit to recover the property on the ground that 
the stipulation with which it had been given 
to the university had been violated. In the 
Chancery side of the Superior Court to-day a 
decree was entered by Judge Shepard, forfeiting 
the university's title by reason of this breach of 
the condition named, and ordering the Trustees 
pe eer. to convey the premises back to 
the heirs. 





THE OIL MARKET. 

TITUSVILLE, Penn., July 6.—After the 
close-of the oil market last Friday a general 
opinion prevailed that a big boom had com- 
menced, and that Monday, Saturday being a 
holiday, would see a considerable advance. The 
market to-day opened at 98%, and for a time 
was weak, especially upon the announcement of 
six failures on the New-York Exchange. Bid- 
ding soon, however, took a turn and rapidly ad- 
vanced a point, to 100 bid, which was greeted in 
the most enthusiastic manner. A few minutes 
later 102% was bid. This was the highest point 
of the day. Bidding here took a rapid down- 
ward turn and closed at 9844. A further advance 
is booked for to-morrow. The trading was 
enormous. 


DENOUNCED FROM THE PULPIT. 
MontTREAL, July 6.—Acting under the 
orders of the Bishop of Montrea), Father Gibaud 
yesterday denounced the theatres from the pul- 
pit of Notre Dame Church. He characterized 


actors as lazy loafers and commanded the teach- 
ers of the Catholic schools and the parents and 
guardians of children not to allow them to at- 
tend any performances, more particularly those 
at dime shows. He called on the City Council 
and the Protestant School Commissioners to 
stop the afternoon performances, as if allowed 
to go on they would empty the schools. 








A BODY WAS ED ASHORE. 

MontTrREAL, July 6.—The body of Dorilas 
Saint Hilaire, one of the unfortunate seven 
drowned in the wreck of the schooner Victoire 
during the terrible gale of the 6th of November, 
1884, while on her way from Quebec to Charle- 
volx, was washed ashore the other day almost at 
the very door of his father’s house, at Port au 
Percil. The corpse was identified by the de- 
ceased’s relatives and neighbor-, as well as the 
clothing and articles found on it. 





A COTTON MILL RESUMES WORE. 

Reaping, Penn., July 6.—The Reading 
Cotton Mill, owned by Garner & Co., of New- 
York, was started to-day after an idleness of 
nine months. Three hundred hands are em- 
ployed. The factory starts ona reduction of 10 
per cent. on the weges paid when work was sus- 
pended, but all the old employes are satisfied and 
cheerfully accepted the terms.

AN EXTRAORDINARY HAILSTORM. 


STONES ONE TO SEVEN INCHES IN DIAMETER 
CREATE TERRIBLE HAVOC, 

PoUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., July 6.—A gentle- 
man who arrived from Chatham, Columbia 
County, to-day, tells of an extraordinary hail- 
storm there last night. It was at an hour when 
most of the villagers were at supper. Shortly 
after 6 P. M. a mass of dark clouds was seen ap- 
proaching from the southwest and at 6:30 it 
burst, and for 10 minutes hailstones rained down 
upon the village in large size and force. They 
measured a!l the way from 1 to 7 inches in di- 
ameter and banked up along fences like a snow- 


drift. Theroar of the storm and the crash of 
breaking glass were frightful. Pecple were 
knocked down in the streets and horses ran awa 

with fright from the pe)ting stones. Large haiji- 
stones crashed upon and through tin roofs, and 
were found wedged in thetin. They smashed 
through closed blinds and windows, and where 
blinds were not closed and people started to 
close them men, women, and children were hit 
by the hail ana cut and bruised about the face 
and hands, blood flowing freely. One bundred 
and thirty-six panes of glass in the windows of 
the Methodist Church were destroyed, 100 in the 
village schoolhouse, and a photographer's sky- 
lights were demolished. The windows of rail- 
way cars at the station were also destroyed. 
Big trees were fairly stripped of their 
foliage, and young fruit trees were wiped 
out. All the street lamps of the village 
were smashed, corn was cut away en- 
tirely, leaving only the stalks standing, and 
the ground was so thickly covered with hail- 
stones that it could not be seen, everything being 
covered with a coat of ice. Robins, sparrows, 
and other birds were found either dead at the 
toot of trees or with broken wings and legs. 
Lambs in the flelds were mowed down by the 
hail and killed. Hothouses in every direction 
were destroyed, and hailstones were taken out 
of buildings in large quantities. Turkeys and 
chickens within the limits of the storm were 
killed, and.dogs ran yelping through the streets 
with pain from the falling hail. The storm was 
apparently about four miles in width, and did 
not last over 10 minutes. Hardly any wind ac- 
companied it, and but little thunder and light- 
ning. The damage to roofs and windows is esti- 
mated at $2,000; total damage, $50,000. 





GEN. GRANT’S QUIET DAY. 


HE WRITES A LITTLE, BUT RETIRES EARLY 
BECAUSE OF PAIN. 

Mount McGreeaor, N. Y., July 6.—This 
has been quite as gooda day as was yesterday 
for Gen. Grant. Last night he was more than 
ordinarily wakeful, but he made up for it in 
morning sleep, and when late in the forenoon 
he finaily roused he was considerably refreshed. 
Something occurred to him about noon that he 
wished to add to his proofs and before he left 
his room he wrote a paragraph. Most of the 
afternoon was spent very quietly napping and 
resting. He appeared once or twice on the 
porch for a little while only until toward even- 
ing, when he sat out for nearly an hour. His 
condition wasso comfortable about the middle 
of the afternoon that he was left without attend- 
ance. Onthe return of the physician at about 
6 o’clock the General, who was then on the 
porch, handed him the following note, which is 
interesting as showing how closely he watches 
his condition, and what he can do for himself: 

** The pain left me entirely, so that it was en- 
joyment to lie awake, but I got the enjovment 
trom the mere absence of pain. I woke up for 
a short time before 4, and then took my food, 
washed out my mouth, and then took the co- 
caine, which went to the right spot immediately. 
T had no pain until just now, and that was when 
Isaw you coming up the hill.” 

Pain annoyed the General for a while after 
this, and until sundown he moved frequently in 
and out of the cottage, but at dusk he joined the 
family in the parlor and sat with them for about 
an. hour, when he was prepared for the night. 
Then the outlook was favorable for a comfort- 


able night.

BRUTALLY MURDERED WHILE ASLEEP. 

RALEIGH, N. C., July 6.—News was re- 
ceived here this morning of the murder of an 
aged couple, Ned Finch and his sister, respect- 
ively 75 and 80 years of age, and a colored boy 
who slept in the house on Saturday night last. 
The deceased persons lived about eight miles 


found all three dead, and apparently killed while 
asleep. The murderous blows appeared to 
bave been inflicted with an axe, and the 
throats of the three were afterward cut 
with some sharp instrumeat. Several 
hundred dollars was taken from the 
house, and robbery was the motive that induced 
the crime. The whole neighborbood was aroused 
and hunted all yesterday for the perpetrators of 
this triple homicide. They found Jerry Finch, a 
former slave of the murdered man, at home 
washing blood from his clothes. He was taken 
into custody and will be held until further in- 
formation. 

About a year ago a Mrs, Gunter and two other 
persons were murdered for their money within a 
mile of the place where the murder was commit- 
ted Saturday night. The motive and the instru- 
ment of death being the same in both cases, and 
the parties murdered being old and heipless, as 
were the Gunters, it is strongly believed that 
the same party or parties committed both mur- 


ders.

ROBINSON TO BE BROUGHT BACK. 

Orrawa, July 6.—Although there is no 
extradition treaty between Great Britain and 
Mexico, it is understood that application will at 
once be made by the Dominion Government 
through the British Government for the extra- 
dition of James Robinson, the wholesale boot 
and shoe dealer who skipped out of St. Johns, 
New-Brunswick, on May 6 last after swindling 
bangs of that city out of $60,000 on forged 
paper, and who has been arrested in Mexico by 
one of Pinkerton’s detectives. The Bank of 
Montreal, shortly after his departure, learned 
that Robinson had been making inquiries ubout 
Mexico, which Jed them to believe that he had 
sought refuge there, believing that as there was 
no extradition treaty between that country and 
Great Britain he would be safe from molesta- 
tion. They communicated with the Pinkertons, 
who, atter a hard chase, secured their man. 
During the interim between his departure and 
arrest the British Government was asked whether 
the Mexican Government was likely to hand 
Robinson sover in the absence of a treaty, and, 
the answer coming in the affirmative, steps are 
being taken to have him brought back to Canada 
if possible. 





REPORTS CONCERNING HIGGINS. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—There are several 
reports concerning Appointment Clerk Higgins 
in circulation to-night. One is that he has been 


askéd to resign. Another is tnat he has asked to 
be transferred to some other position. Still 
another is that he has been called upon by the 
President to explain several stories that have 
recently appeared in print concerning his con- 
duct in office. The fact that he waited fora 
time at the White House when the President 
was engaged with visitors has given rise to the 
report that the President’s attention had been 
directed to his performances and an intimation 
been given that he would be expected to give 
an account of himself. If he should be relieved 
for his participation in the Kellar affair it is 
supposed that First Auditor Chenowith will be 
disposed of as Higgins is.

DENOUNCING A SENATOR 


A,NEW-JERSEY PAPER’S BITTER 
ATTACK UPON MR. M’PHERSON. 
THE SENATOR ACCUSED OF CONSPIRING TO 

DEFEAT HIS PARTY IN THE INTEREST 

OF THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD, 

TRENTON, July 6.—The True American, 
of this city, which has been charging United 
States Senator McPherson with treason to his 
party, will endeavor to make the charge good in 
its issue of to-morrow morning. The failure of 
many Democrats of New-Jersey to get office 
under the Cleveland Administration aroused its 
ire, and it accused Senator McPherson, the most 
prominent and influential Jerseyman in Wash- 
ington at present, of balking their ambi- 
tions in order to serve personal ends and 
make his own re-election when the time 
for it comes a_ certainty. The True 
American’s most serious charge against the Sen- 
ator was that on the evening of Dec. 5, 1878, he, 
being then a United States Senator, met United 
States Senator Sewell, then a State Senator, in 
Room No. 26 of the Continental Hotel, in Phila- 
delphia, and there laid out the programme for 
the electior of Sewell, who is a Republican, to 
the United States Senate in place of the Demo- 
cratic incumbent, Theodore F. Randolph. The 
charge embraced assertions that the programme 
includea the securing of the consent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad to Mr. Sewell’s can- 
didacy and its support to his election, the selec- 
tion of Republican legislative candidates amen- 


able to his control, and the carrying of the 
counties of Middlesex and Burliagton in his in- 
terest. 

The paper further charged that the alliance 
then formed between Senators Sewell and Mc- 
Pherson is still in force, and that it accounts for 
the inability of New-Jersey Democrats to get 
recognitionin Washington. All the New-Jersey 
appointments made by President Cleveland, it 
holds, go to show that Sewell has a hand in them, 
and that the Democracy have been cheated out 
of their rights. The conversation at the Conti- 
nental Hotel was overheard, and the 7 rue A meri- 
can will to-morrow publish a memorandum of 
the talk. The paver willsay that the occupant 
of aroom adjoining that in which Messrs. Mc- 
Pherson and Sewell met was Peter H. Watson, a 
prominent railroad man, once Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, and afterward President of the 
Erie Railway. He heard what was said in the 
next room, and told what he had heard to 
Abram 8. Hewitt, of New-York, and at his sug- 
gues he be pe amemorandum of the Mc- 

herson-Sewell conversation. Portions of thig 
document, according to the True American, are 
as follows: 


Thursday night, Dec. 5, 1878, Senator MePhersonr 
and Mr. Sewell, or Soule, met for consultation respect. 
ing the election of a successorto Mr. Randolph. Mr. 
McPherson said * * * that Mr. Sewell was the per- 
son who could best subserve the interests of the Penn-~ 
sylvania Railroad among thuse who couid be elected. 
That it did not matterto him (McPherson) that Mr.! 
Sewell belonged to the opposite political party, 
so that he could most efficiently serve the 
interests of he Pennsylvania Railroad in 
the United States Senate, and whose friends, 
elected to the Legislature in New-Jersey, 
would best serve the interests of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in New-Jersey. That in order to succeed at 
the election a year from this Fall the plans should be 
laid this Winter, and must be so concealed that nobody 
in Mr. Randolph's interest will havethe least suspicion: 
of them until after election. That if Mr. Sewell should 
decide to become a candidate that ne must not let his 
best frends know it, but see to it that persons friendly’ 
to him are nominated, ostensibly on the ground of pro- 
tecting the rauroad interests, which he repre- 
sents, and of: promoting the interests of his 
party. Finally, Mr. Sewell said that he would 
become a_ candidate in t interest of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad on two conditions: First, that: 
Mr. Scott would ask him to do so, and, second, that he 
would see that he did not lose his position and salary 
asrailroad President during the term of his Sentor- 
ship. McPherson agreed that as soon as Mr, Scott re« 
turned home he would sée him. and would say that Mr. 
Seweil was the only man in New-Jersey who could effi- 
clently serve the Pennsylvania Railroad interests 
whom they could certainly elect; that they needed 
more interest in the United States Senate to re- 
sist improper and hostile legisiation and to se- 
cure beeded legislation for the Southern Pacific 
Railroad; that Mr. Randolph must be defeated; 
that this could easily be done if he _ should’ 
not suspect them, as he took no pains to conciliate the 
“boys,” and render himself popular with them,and 
would not belikelytodoso. * * * ‘that nominations 
in Sewell’s interest must be made through persons of 
influence who are not known to be friendly to him. 
His especial friends must get some of their friends to 
do the-thing for them; that suitable persons for the 
Legisiature would be Joe Fisher, Postmaster of New- 
Brunswick; Simm, of the stock yard at Jersey City; 

‘offey, Col.. Spencer, of the Erie Railroad, Mr. Jew- 
ett. of the Erie Koad, was going to New-Jersey ta 
be on hand for any office in which he could serve 
Col. Scott better than where henowis. * * Mr. 
McPherson said that Mr. Jewett would use the whole 
influence of the Erie in favor of the candicates of the 
Pennsylvania HKailroad, and in certain contingencies 
might himself become a candidate tor Governor of 
New-Jersey, but not at preseut. * * * That he 
{Sewell] must remember that in the next five 
years the Pennsyivania Railrond would need more 
friends than ever in both Trenton and Wash- 
ington; that he feared that the Southern Pa- 
cific could not be carried through this Winter 
because there were too many captains. Lamar, 
Kansom, and Matthews were all employed by Scott, 
because, he supposed, each could influence Senatora 
from his owr section,’and each of them seemed to 
have equal authority and each was anxiousto accom- 
plish the desired legisiation by his own plan so asto 
show his own importance and his titleto reward. That 
what any one wanted to do the others would not’ 
heartily support. and thus the measure was likely 
to fail because it lacked one directing head, 
although it would be easily carried by one 
competent man, and not at a cost of more 
money than could readily be commanded. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson said he had met Mr. Randoloh either that day 
or within a day or two, and that they had some talk 
about the next election; that Mr. Randolph had asked 
him what policy he would recommend and what 
counties he should want to take in charge, and that he 
had replied to him evasively as to the first part of tha 
auestion, and as tothe second haa said that he 
would ike any counties except those about his own 
home, where he had so many friends among both 
parties that he could ‘not make an effective canvass 
without making many personal enemies. 





DR. DURYEA NOT WANTED. 

Irnaca, N. Y., July 6.—The announce- 
ment in THE NEW-YORK ‘TIMES of Saturday 
that the Rev. Dr. Duryea had been offered the 
Presidency of Cornell University has created 
considerable feeling among the members of the 
Board of Trustees of that institution residing in 
this place. In the interview with Dr. Duryea, he 
is made to say that he has been offered the Presi- 
dency of Cornell,and that be now has it under 
consideration. The university authorities here 
declare the statement to be utterly unfounded. 
Two members of the board say that not only 
has the Presidency of the university been 
offered to no one, but that the name of Dr. 
Duryea has not, so far as they are aware, ever 
been thought of in connection with it. They say 
further that there is no possibility that it ever 
will be. Dr. Duryea was spoken of some time 
ago as a candidate for the Chair of Moral Philos- 
opby at Cornell, but his name was never hinted 
at for the Presidency. The indications are that 
Prof. Charlies Kendall Adams, of the University 
of Michigan, will be chosen as President White's 
successor at the meeting of the Trustees next 
week. 





SATISFIED WITH A SMALL SLICE. 

CuicaGco, July 6.—William Condon, of 
this city, is a lawyer and a Democrat. Fora 
long time Mr. Condon has yearned for office, and 
a month ago he thought he was going to have 
one. There was a vacant Italian mission, and 
Mr. Condon with gentie persistence sought to 
woo the appointment in his direction. But the 
President passed him by and did what Presidents 


have of late years been d@oing—gave ile ap- 
pointment to an Ohio man. Did Mr. Condon sit 
down and rend his clothes and tear his 
bair? He did not. To-day Mr. Condon 
sat upon the deck of the sidewheel steam- 
er Saginaw and watehed the blue waters 
ofthe Chicago Riveras they rippled by under 
her keel. Some people might have thought he 
was brooding over his misfortune, but they 
would have been mistaken. The Saginaw had 
been libeled for $590, and the law had laid hands 
upon her. Mr. Condon, as the representative of 
the law, sat upon the deck of the craft, her cus- 
todian. For his services he received $2 50 a 
by The salary of the Minister to Italy is $32 60 
a day. 





AN OLD MAN'S FATAL FALL. 

CLEVELAND, July 6.—John Zimmerman, 
an old and respected citizen, was killed in the 
elevator of the Power Block this morning. He 
had gone to the fifth floor, and after transacting 
his business went to take the elevator. Just be- 
fore it reached the landing on its way down he 
jumped to catch it, but slipped and fell headlong 
through the space between the elevator and the 
floor, five stories, to a stone floor. When picked 
up he was so badly crushed as to be hardly 
recognizable. He was 50 years old.

LOUIS HANSEN SHOOTS HIMSELF 
NEAR NEWBUOURG. 

\ETER FIRST TRYING TO KILL HIS WIFE— 
HIS BUSINESS PROSPEROUS, BUT HIS 
DOMESTIC LIFE UNHAPPY. 

A funeral coach left the Mountain 


House, Newburg, yesterday afternoon, and 
wending its way.through the hilly roads of the 
vicinity entered thé small cemetery of West- 
lawn, New-Windsor. The coach contained a 
iady in mourning and the landiord of the 
Mountain House, with his wife. After the in- 
terment had taken place the party returned to 
the Mountain House, where Mrs. Hansen, the 
lady in mourning, received many expressions of 
sympathy from the guests of the establishment. 
She had just buried her husband, Louis Hansen, 
with whom she came to the Mountain House 
last Friday to spend a few days amid Hudson 
River scenery. 

Barly on Saturday, the day after Mr. and Mrs. 
Hansen’s arrival, they left the hotel to walk to 
the top of the Storm King. Hansen was never 
again seen alive by any of the guests in the 
hotel. A tew hours after Mr. and Mrs. Hansen 
left a boy brought the news to the Mountain 
House that a gentieman had killed himself, after 
attempting to kill his wife, on the Storm King. 
Dr. Vail, of Cornwall, was promptly sent to in- 
vestigate the case and found Louis Hansen with 
a pistol wound in his forehead, from which the 
blood was fiowing and which his wife was en- 
deavoring to bird up with a pocket handker- 
chief. He died a few moments afterward. 

Mrs. Hansen said that after they had climbed 
about haif way up the mountain they had 
stopped torest. Her husband left her to look 
for a spring of which they had heard, returning 
in about an hour ina very excited manner. He 
told her he had brought his revolver with him to 
celebrate the Fourth in his own way. After 
that Mr. and Mrs. Hansen sat down and the con- 
versation drifted into domestic matters. Mrs. 
Hansen stated that she rose to leave her husband. 
As she did so, he turned and fired the revolver at 
her. missing hisaim. Immediately afterward he 
shot himself, Coroner Young held an inquest in 
the case, and the jury rendered a verdict that 
Hansen came to his death by his own hand. 

Hansen had no relatives in this city. He came 
here from Copenhagen some years ago and ob- 
tained employment as a journeyman tailor. His 
name appears as Louis T. Hansen, 25 years old, 
on the register of the Lodge of Strict Observ- 
ance, a Harlem branch of the Masonic fraternity, 
in October, 1869. Since his marriage he has been 
irregular in attendance. After working fora 
year or two as cutter Hansen started in business 
for himself 12 years ago, at No. il East Four- 
teenth-street. Last April he moved to the rooms 
he occupied at the time of his death, No. 66 West 
Twenty-third-street. He was prosperous and 
fitted up the establishment in costly style. W. 
T. Mitchell, his bookkeeper, said yesteraay: 

“Mr. Hansen left here on Friday last to spend 
the Fourth out of town. He did not tell me 
where he was going, but when I asked him to 
draw ea check for the pay roll he told me that he 
expected to return on Monday morning, and 
would do sothen. I did not knowof the suicide 
until this morning. Mr. Hansen was the last 
man in the world whom I should have thought 
would commit suicide. He was quiet, even- 
tempered, and had a positive aversion to fire- 
arms. Itis reported that before shooting him- 
self he used his pistol in firing at birds on the 
mountain. I do not believe it. He has several 
times spoken to me in strong condemnation of 
shooting birds. I have been with Mr. Hansen 
since he first started in business and I never 
knew him to carry a pistol.” 

Joseph Burns, one of the cutters in the store, 
said: ““IT'wo days before Mr. Hansen went away 
1 looked after allthis clothes and I had an oppor- 
—— toexamine his trunk. He had no pistol 

hen.’ 

About four years ago Mr. Hansen married 
Josephine E. Hunter, the widow of an officer 
who was killed while doing service in the Con- 
federate Army. Record Clerk Morgan, of the 
Jefferson Market Police Court, yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from Coroner Young, of Orange 
County, asking for a record of the marriage. 
The records of the court show that on the 4th of 
June, 1881, Louis Hansen, of No. 11 East Four- 
teenth-street, who described himself as a mer- 
chant tailor, 88 years of age, a native of Copen- 
hagen, was married to Josephine EB. Hunter, 
nee Courtney, a widow, 32 years of age, by Po- 
lice Justice Morgan. It was the bridegroom's 
first and the bride’s second marriage. he only 
recorded witness of the marriage was Officer 
Peter McSally, of the court squad, since! de- 
ceased. A copy of the record was made and sent 
to Coroner Young. So far ascan be learned 
Mrs. Hansen had no relationsin this city. She 
told the Coroner at Cornwall that she used to 
live at No. 163 West Forty-eighth-street, but no 
one could be found there yesterday who knew 
anything about her. 

Mrs. Hansen is described by persons who used 
to see her going in and out of her home, No. 444 
Lexington-avenue, as a tall slender woman of 35 
or so, with very light hair and ee well 
made up. She was notin good health. The 
couple did not live happily together. Some- 
times, after a little domestic disturbance, Han- 
sen would leave home for a week or two and 
stop ata hotel. About three months ago he fit- 
ted up a/room in the store, and slept there every 
night until he went away on Friday. In all that 
time he only went home once or twice, and 
then because his wife sent for him. He took his 
meals at restaurants. Less than a month azo, 
Hansen went up home one day and found that 
his wife had sold off nearly all the furniture at 
auction. She kept enough in one room for her 
own use. Yesterday an auctioneer took away 
the remaincéer of the household goods. He said 
that his dealings were all with Mrs. Hansen. 
The previous sale was advertised in the news- 
papers and took three days to finish. 

The servant girl, Mary Keating, who has been 
living with the family since last October, said 
that Hansen was @ cross man, with a quick tem- 
per, and used to find fault with matters around 
the house. If his meals were not right he would 
make a terrible fuss. On one occasion, when he 
came home and found that a pet dog had run 
away, he flew intoa passion and staid from home 
for two weeks. After he went away this last 
time Mrs. Hansen was taken very ill. She came 
near dying, so the girl says, last week Monday, 
and Hansen was sent for. Usually the women 
folks did not like to have him around the house. 
Husband and wife had separate apartments, They 
went away on Friday, Hansen carrying a sachel 
and his wife sending four trunks by an express- 
man. Their intention was to stay all Summer. 
Yesterday the servani girl got a letter from her 
mistress saying that she was prostrated over her 
husband's death. She added: ‘“ Take good care 
of Polly, {meaning the parrot,] tor lam sure she 
must be lonesome without me.” The girl locked 
up the house and took Poily home with her. 

Peopie who had frequent dealings with Han- 
sen in business said that he was an amiable man, 
accust»med to taking the adversities of life 
serenely, and not at all the kind of a person to 
take his owa life. The morning of his death he 
was in excellent bumor. P. G. Wilmarth, a 
shirt manufacturer at No. 48 Broad-street, was 
stopping at the Mountain House and saw Han- 
sen sitting in the office. He knew him and 
spoke to him. Hansen talked cheerily and 
pleasa tly. “That was about 8:30," said Mr. 
Wilmarth. “Less than 15 minutes afterward I 
saw him start to walk up the mountain with 
his wife, and thought that they looked happy 
enough. They had not been gone long when 
news was brought to the hotel that Hansen had 
shot himself. I went up the mountain with 
others and saw Hansen iying unconscious, with 
blood flowing from a wound over his right ear. 
The bullet went straight across the skull until it 
was almost visible on the left side. The woman's 
demeanor impressed me quite curiously. She 
was sitting by her husband's side quite calm and 
collected, never shedding atear. She talked to 
the Coroner as composediy as a woman would 
ask tosee some samples of calico. I left the 
hotel this morning, but 1 did not see her before 
goming away.” 





SHUT OUT FROM THE WORLD. 
Parsons, Kan., July 6.—Parsons is al- 
most shut off from the rest of the world. High 
water continues to wash out bridges and other- 
wise make traveling unsafe. No train has 
reached here from the east since Wednesday 
night last. One mile south of Osage Mission, a 


small town north of. Parsons, 2,000 feet of the 
Missouri, Kansas afid Texas track are washed 
away. and the water is three feet deep on the 
roadbed, where the track is gone. Onthe June- 
tion City branch there are several breaks near 
Neosho Falls, Humboldt, and Chanute. Passen- 
gers who arrived here Wednesday morning from 
the south, bound east, were yesterday taken 
South and will be taken over the Iron Mountain 
road to St. Louis. No mail has reached the city 
for four days. Nearly every wagon bridge 
throughout this vicinity has been swept away.

WHAT JAMAICA WANTS.

THE GRAND TRUNK’S PRESIDENT. 


Toronto, Ontario, July 6.—Sir Henry 
Tyler, President of the Grand Truak Railway 
Company, has just returned from a trip over 
the Western Division of the Canadian Pacific 
Road. He has been to the end of the track, 1,050 
miles beyond Winnipeg, and thence has ridden 
on horseback to & pass at the summit of the 


Selkirk Range. In making the trip he merely 
wanted to examine the road for himself and to 
look into the mineral and agricultural resources 
of the country.

It is expected that the new line will be 
completed about Jan. 1,and that arrangements 
will be made with either the Pennsylvania or

MR. BLAKE MOVES A VOTE OF CENSURE ON 
THE GOVERNMENT. 

Orrawa, July 6.—On motion this even- 
ing of the Acting Minister of Finance to go into 
supply, Mr. Blake moved a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the Government, censuring them for 
precipitating the country into rebellion and 
bringing poverty and destitution throughout 
the Northwest. He showed by correspondence 
that the Government had laid before Parlia- 
ment that they were aware of Riel’s movements 
from the time he entered the Dominion in 1882 
until the first shot was fired at Duck Lake; that 
he was inciting the half breeds and Indians to 
rebellion, yet not a step was taken to check him. 
On the other hand, the few military corps 
which had been organized in the Northwest had 
been discharged, not withstanding the protests of 
white setulers, who warned the Government of 
what was coming. The two Bishops of the 
Northwest had urged the Government to take 
immediate steps to secure a settlement of the 
half breed erievances, yet these appeals were 
unheeded. The Government supporters wanted 
the land claimed by and which properly be- 
longed to the settlers, and their demands must 
be settled first. Lieut.-Gov. Dewdney, whom 
they were now endeavoring to make their scape- 
goat, had warned them of the impending danger 
last Fall, but tono purpose. Sir John Macdon- 
ald will reply to Mr. Blake, who had spoken for 
eight hours. 





THE TELEPHONE PATENTS. 

PrirrspurG, July 6.—The trial of the in- 
junction of the Bell Telephone Company against 
the West Pennsylvania Company was be- 
gun in the United States Court to-day 
before Judges McKennan and Acheson, The 
court room resembles a section of the Patent 
office, there being an extensive display of tele- 
phones and electrical instruments. Some of the 
early telephones are both quaint and rude, 
mere shadows of their present form. Great 
interest is manifested in them by _ those 
interested in electrical science. Mr. J. J. Star- 
row, principal counsel for the Beil Company, 
opened the case, and much to the sur- 
prise and satisfaction of the defendants 
went into a detailed statement of the claims of 
the plaintiff company and argued at leneth upon 
the merits of their case. The greatest fear of 
the defense was that be would ask a dismissal 
of the case upon the strength of _for- 
mer decisions, which, if granted, would cut 
them out of a hearing. Mr. Starrow will not 
finish his argument until noon to-morrow, and 
the defense feel assured that the court will grant 
them at least as full a hearing as has been ac- 
corded the plaintiff, and profess to be able to show 
that former cases have not been argued upon 
their. merits. As the probabilities of a full 
hearing of both sides grow stronger the interest 
increases. Mr. Briesen, of the firm of Briesen & 
Steele, New-York, will make the opening argu- 
ment for the defense. 





MORMONS INSULT THE FLAG. 
Saut LAKE Crry, Utah, July 6.—Theé in- 
dignation over the Mormons’ act in placing the 
national flag at half mast on the Fourth con- 
tinues unabated. Excited groups of Gentiles 
discussed the affair all day. During the day 


of the Fourth an old veteran stood in 
front of the City Hall looking at the 
trailing flag. Tears streamed from _ his 
eyes. Shaking his fist at the Mormon 
policemen who wete watching to see that the 
flag was not raised, he exclaimed: ** How long, 
O, Lord! how long!” and @eclared that he 
would leave the “nest of treason’ within 48 
hours. Horace E:dredge, President of the 
Desert National Bank, the United States 
depository here, says the half mast is the 
proper place for the fiag. “as we have 
not more than half our rights."" The Provo kn- 
quirer,a Mormon paper, bad on the Fourth a 
coffin with the inscription: ‘* Independence— 
Died July 4, 1885." Deseret News, the church or- 
gan, to-night fully justifies the half masting of 
the flag in a five-column editorial, conclusively 
showing that it was under church authority 
and claiming that it was right to do it, ** because 
liberty is dead in Utah.”

A FRAUDULENT 3URVEY INVOLVING NEAR- 


LY 2,000,000 ackES OF LAND. 
To the Editor of the Indtanapolis News: 

A letter from Mr. Stephen B. Elkins to 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office 
was published in the dispatches of the Associ- 
ated Press this morning. Mr, Elkins tries to es- 
cape the odlum which is gathering upon the 
men who have been stealing the public do- 


main and driving pioneer settlers from their 
homes. What agency Mr. Elkins had in as- 
sisti g the Maxwell land grant swindlers 
in their big steai in New-Mexico and 
Colorado will appeat further on. That he 
and his brother, who made the bogus survey, 


helped consummate the swindle his letter ad- 


mits. Mr. Elkins, as appears from his letter, has 
een a Director, a shareholder, and the attorney 
forthe swindling corporation while he lived in 
New-Mexico. He does not state, what was also 
true, that he wasthe Territorial delegate from 
ew-Mexico in Congress for several terms, In- 
deed, he still hails from New-Mexico, and_ last 
year was put on the Republican National Com- 
mittee representing that Territory. These things 
should be remembered in view of Mr. Elkins’s 
plea that in procuring the issuance of the fraud- 
ulent patent he was simply actine as the ap- 
pointed attorney of the rascals, and should not 
be held responsible for the fraud. Perhaps Mr. 
Elkins was not so innocent and ignorant as he 
would have it appear. We shall see. 
me by way of prelude state some his- 
torical facts. When we whipped Mexico, ia the 
war which grew out of the annexation of Texas, 
we exacted as indemnity a cession of a portion 
of her territory, and in that way acquired 
Arizona, New-Mexico, Colorado, California, &c. 
By a stipuiation in the treaty of Guadalupe 
Hidaigo, of February, 1848, it was agreed that 
the United States should respect and confirm 
valid grants made by Mexico to her citizens of 
lands lyiag Within the ceded territory. By the 
Mexican colonization laws of 1824 and 1828 tand 
grants were restricted to 11 square leagues. 

Miranda and teaubien were Mexicans. They 
procured & grant of Jand from the Provin- 
cial Governor of New-Mexico, then a part 
of old Mexico, to enable them to cul- 
tivate beet roots and cabbages. it was what 
was known as an agricultural grant. The 
aloalde proceeded to put them in possession, 
, Which he did according to the approved Spanish 

fashion, taking them upon the land and causing 
them to walk to and fro upon it, pulling herb- 
age, casting earth into the air, and proclaiming 
aloud to the coyotes and jack rabbits that they 
were lords of the soil. The alcalde then retired 
to his adobe palace and made a record of his do- 
ings. This record is the foundation of title. The 
alcaide made no survey, he simply designated 
certain streams, mountains, and mesasas indi- 
cating the limits—approximating. the 1l-league 
limit as well as he could, 

Signor Mirandi hada fair daughter. He gave 
herin marriage to one Maxwell, whose name 
would indicate that he was nota Mexican. Se- 
fior or Mr. Maxwelientered upon the land, and 
when settlers came into the neighborhood he 
was wont to point out his northern boundary 
line and assure the ranchmen who located out- 
side of his linesthat they would never be dis- 
turbed. It did not occur to the original 
rrantees that they had more than the 11 
eagues allowed by law. But certain schemers saw 
great possibilities in this grant. They conceived 
the idea that its boundaries might be stretched 
so as to include about 2,000,000 acres of land, and 
drive hundreds of settlers from the homes they 
were occupying as pre-emption and homestead 
claimants under the law. They bought Max- 
well’s interest, formed a corporation, hired able 
lawvers and influential lobbyists, and began 
operations at Washington. The erant was 
confirmed by Congress, but there had been no 
survey and no patent issued. For suffi- 
cient reasons the swindlers procured two 
members of the Elkins family to make 
the survey and procure the patent. John 
did the surveying in New-Mexico and 
Stephen assisted in the thimble-rigging in the 
Land Office at Washington. The Beaubien & 
Miranda grant was for 100,000 acres, more or less, 
in Coifax County, New-Mexico—a good garden 
patch for raising beets, as was represented in 
the application for the =. When Stephen B. 
Elkins’s brother John had surveyed it it had 
grown to the proportions of a small empire, 
running over into the State of Colorado and 
covering at least 1,000,000 acres of land that 
neither Beaubien, Miranda, or Maxwell ever 
dreamed of owning. Now it is claimed that cer- 
tain wicked Mexicans deceived Mr. Rikins's 
brother John and induced him to run the 
lines of the survey where he did, without know- 
ing that he was including within it over a mill- 
ion acres of Government land, much of which 
had been surveyed, platted, and taken up by 
settlers. Mr. Stephen B. Eikins’s brother John 
was no fool. He was not deceived. He wasa 
rascal, as I shall now show. Goy. Kirkwood, 
when Secretary of the Interior, investigated this 
case, and in a letter to the Atterney-General 
recommending the bringing of a suit to cancel 
the patent which Mr. Stephen B. Rikins as at- 
torney proceeded to issue speaks of the survey 
as follows: 

“ The testimony of the witnesses who profess to have 
identified and pointed out the calls of possession isin the 
highest degree loose and contradictory, besides being 
meagre and unsupported. Otherand manifest incon- 
sistencies appear unexplained in the papers relating to 
allthe boundaries which should have demanded the 
strictest scrutiny before the approval of the sur 
vey. I deem it proper to state that the records of 
the Genera) Land Office show that nearly all the 
townships traversed by the located northern line 
of the grant inColorado had been surveyed and the 
plats filed Jong before the survey of the grant. Yet 
the plat of approved survey does not show a single 
township or section line, and makes no reference 
thereto, but represents the whole as an unsurveyed 
region upon which the marks and monuments purport 
to have pneen established by reference to natural and 
topographicai objects, many of the nunmes and delinea- 
tions of streams and geographical points being delib- 
erately changed from Lhose already officially reported 
by the township surveys and plats.” 

But the survey was only one step in the scheme. 
The patent was yet to be secured. When the 
settlers saw Mr. Elkins’s brother John skipping 
about the country with a gang of perjured wit- 
ness, elastic chains, and seven-league boots sur- 
veying their bomes iato the Maxwell grant they 
took alarm. Onthe 13th of April Mr. Foster, a 
ranchman, wrote to the Secretary of the In- 
terior asking that the settlers might have an 
opportunity to show that the survey was fraud- 
ulent. He received the following answer: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23, 1879. 

Your letter of the 18th inst. tothe Honorable Secre- 
tary of the Interior, reiative to the ublen & 
Miranda grant, was referred to this office by the de- 
partment on the isth inst. In reply you are informed 
that the survey of this grant. approved by Surveyor- 
General Atkinson, Dec. 20, 1878, is before this omioe 
for action. 

No examination has yet been made here to de- 
termine the correctness of said survey, and conse- 
quently no opinion can now be expressed in the mat- 
ter, nor can it be determined until such examination 
is concluded whether all the evidence necessary to a 
decision upon the survey has been obtained. Respect- 
fully, J. A. WILLIAMSON, Commissioner. 

It was just at this time when Mr. Stephen B. 
Elkins put in his oar, fora email consideration, 
to induce the department to issue a patent ac- 
one to the bogus survey made by his brother 

oon, 

Meanwhile the settlers were preparing the 

roofs to show the fraud in the survey, and Mr. 
fisher wrote another letter to the Secretary of 
the Interior, May 17, 1879, to which the following 
response was received: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 4, 1879. 

Your letter of the 17th ult, to the Hon. Secretary of 
the Interior relative to the Baubien and Miranda 
grant wus referred to this office onthe 24th ult. In 
reply you are informed that the grant in question was 
patented May 19, 1879, in favor of Charles Baubien and 
Gaudaltupe Miranda, and the patent transmitted to 
Lucien Birdseye, Esq., New-York City, onthe 2d inst. 
It will thus be observed that this grant has been finally 
adjudicated so far us the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment is concerned, and therefore the survey is not 
open to contest here. Heapoct fully 

J. A. WILLIAMSON, Commissioner. 

Think of it! There was the bogus survey and 
plat in the hands of the Commissioner, with the 
other records, showing, as Secretary Kirkwood 
says, that it wasa fraudulent survey. The sur- 
vey was made by Mr. Elkins’s brother. Mr, 
Biking was there, the paid attorney, asking the 
Commissioner to vielate his duty. The protest 
in behalf of the settlers was placed in the Com- 
missioner’s hands May 24,and without giving 
them a hearing, aJpatent was issued on June 2, 
and on June 4 the Commistioner writes that 
the protest is too late, though his own let- 
ter shows he had had it in his possession nine 
days before the patent was issued. And Mr. 
Elkins says, in his explanatory letter, that he 
was hired or appointed to do this dirty work. So 
was his brother. Mr. Elkins seeks to ni by 
hiding behind opinions givea ty Mr. Bayard, Mr. 
Evarts, and others. These opinions are to the 
effect that when Congress confirmsa Mexican 
grant the title of the grantees cannot be suc- 
cessfully assailed. But Mr. Elkins knows that 
these opinions were given long before the sur- 
vey was made. Nobody denies the validity of 
the grant. The great rascality was_perpe- 
trated when the Elkins family made the sur- 
vey and procured a patent for a million 
acres more than the grant called for, and Mr.

The Govern- 
ment has been put to great expense in employing 
counsel and taking evidence. I learn that Sec- 
retary Lamar has requested the present Attor- 
ney-General to bring a similar suit in New- 
Mexico. Mr. Elkins says in bis letter to Mr. 
Sparks, Commissioner of the Land Office, that 
he is indifferent as to the result of the suit. The 
honest settlers who have been robbed of the 
title to their homes by the Elkins family are not 
indifferent. The friends of these settlers are not 
indifferent, and as 2 Republican I wish to reco 
my thanks to a Democratic Commissioner of the 
Land Office who has the courage to espouse the 
cause of the pioneer settlers against the land 
pirates who hire such men as Eikins to do their 
dirty work.

JACK CASEY'S CRIMINAL RECORD, 
New-Orwzans, July 6.—Royal-street, be- 
tween Canal and Bienville, was again this 
morning the scene of a tragedy, the fifth of its 
kind there within the past 18 months. A 
drunken Third Ward hoodlum named Jack Casey 


was arrested by Pelice Officer Haiey for disturb- 
ing the peace. On his way to the station the 
prisoner broke from the officer, drew a weapon 
and fired, shooting the officer through the 
abdomen. Casey then fled down Bienville-street 
taking refuge under a bed in a house of 
ili-fame where he was su uently captured 
and locked up in the Jackson-Square Calabeose, 
Casey is one of the most noted of our criminal 
class of active politicians who at present domin- 
ate this community.

FPORGERS HALL AND FOX. 

MoNTREAL, July 6.—To-day the Chief of 
Police received a ietter from the Inspector of 
Police of Scotland Yard, London, which con- 
tained some interesting information concerning 
the forgers Hall and Fox, recently convicted 
and sentenced to long terms of imprisonment 
for passing forged letters of credit on the Na- 
tional Bank of Scotland. Hall is well known to 
the London police as an expert thief and 
forger under the name ot Oscar Decker, 
while Fox had a ~»piurality of names, 
being known as a well known thief and 
forger. He was first convicted at Bristol, Eng- 
land, in 1855, and sentenced to one year’s impris- 
onment: again, in 1856, for highway robbery at 
Deven, and sentenced to transportation for 
seven years. He was again heard of in 1872, 
when he was one of the gang who robbed the 
Bank of Baitimore, Md., and stole a large 
amount of bonds, on which occasion he escaped 
conviction through a flaw in the indictment. In 
1874 he was again charged with forgery at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, but again escaped. 
They are both Englishmen by birth, but for the 
past 20 years they have been livingin America or 
on the Continent, and during that time have been 
lost sight of by the London police. 





NO INSANE MAN ON THE JURY. 

CurcaGco, July 6&—The jurors who re- 
cently convicted Ice Mackin of perjury were 
called together at the State Attorney's office to- 
day and asked about the rumor that one of their 
number showed symptoms of insanity during 
the trial.

CONCEALING A SMALLPOX CASP 


CURIOUS SYSTEM OF QUARANTINING BY THi 
LONG ISLAND CITY AUTHORITIES, 


The citizens of Long Island City are exs 
cited over the discovery that there is a case of 
smalipox in their midst, of which they have not 
only been kept in ignorance, but which the 
health authorities of the city took no pains to 
isolate until at least five days after the facts 
were known. The patient is Miss Mary Simmons, 
a dressmaker, 20 years of age, who lives with her 
brother-in-law, James Cosley, and her sister, at 
No. 77 Ferry-street, about two blocks from the 
Hunter’s Point Ferry landing. Miss Simmons 
was taken ill on Wednesday of last week, and 
Dr. De Witt Hitchcock, of Astoria, was called 
to attend her. He found her to be sufferin 
from a very violent attack of smallpox, a 
treated her ey. 

Lawrence Harren, of the Board of Health, was 
notified of the case, but according to his own 
confession, he took neo steps to quarantine the 
house until Sunday. Meantime the condition of 
the patient grew steadily worse, and the other 
tenants of the house, suspecting the nature of 
the disease, hastily moved out. They spread the 
report that a case of smalipox was in the city, 
but the fears of people who applied to the au- 
thorities for information were allayed when they 
were told that it was a simple case of varioloid. 
Cosiey, who is an engineer on the Long Island 
Railroad, passed in and out of the infected 
house, mingling with his friends and neighbors 
without hindrance. 

On Sunday Mr. Harran came to the conclusion 
that he had a duty to perform, and he then un- 
dertook to quarantine the house, according to 
his enlightened ideas of quarantining. He 
ordered Mrs, Costey not to leave the house, and 
told Mr. Cosley, who had been passing in and out 
fer five days, that if he entered the house again 
he would “send him to the Isiand.” So far as 
could be learned last evening this was all the 
action takenin the matter by any member of 
the Board of Health. Mr. Harran said last night 
that he had not removed the woman because she 
was too weak to be moved. A meeting of the 

- Board of Health has been cailed for to-night te 
consider the matter.

After his arrival in the station 
house he tried to chew up a postal card, but only 
succeed in obliterating the address. When put 
together it read: *‘ When do you want meto do 
that job in Brooklyn?

BOYD IS TAKEN TO PRISON 


CURIOUS PROCEEDINGS OF DEP.- 
UTY MARSHAL JEFFRIES. 
THE PRISONER TAKES HIS TIME FROM LUD- 
LOW-STREET JAIL AND IS BADLY MIXED 
AT THE PENITENTIARY. 

When the bell at Ludlow-Street Jail is 
pulled its ring can be hearda block or more 
away. No half-way measures can be taken with 
it. It isso adjusted that a gentile or strong pull 
has the same effect. It responded with its full 
gtrength at 3:30 yesterday afternoon to the pull 
of a stoutly built young man with closely 
cropped reddish hair and small mustache of the 
same hue. The door was at once opened and 
the young man stepped inside. He was greeted 
as “Mr. Boyd” by Warden Kiernan, who said 
“Yes” to the newcomer’s question “Is he 
ready ?”" 

The young man was George W. Boyd, who 
had been sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000, on 
June 30, for defrauding the Government, in 


conjunction with his father, Edward A. Boyd, 
in the importation of French plate glass on free 
permits. The elder Mr. Boyd was sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment in the Kings County 
Penitentiary. When a couple of United states 
Deputy Marshals calted at the jail on the fallow- 
ing day to take him to the penitentiary the 
millionaire was in a semi-delirious condition, 
and apparently so weak that it was deemed best 
not to remove him. On Thursday and Friday 
he also seemed so weak that the prison physi- 
cian, Dr. M. K. Hogan, advised further delay. 
He remained in the jail on Saturday, as it was a 
national holiday, though the officials were satis- 
fied he was quite strong enough to stund the 
strain of the journey. 

Mr. Boyd was told yesterday morning that 
Deputy Marshals Bible and Jeffreys would call 
for him in the afternoon. He received the intei- 
ligence calmly, and the jail officials concluded he 
had recovered from his fright. Deputy Marshal 
George Jeffreys entered the jail almost upon the 
heels of George W. Boyd. He was chatting with 
‘Warden Kiernan, when the prisoner walked into 
the office and slapped the Warden familiarly on 
the back. Turning to Jeffreys, he said he want- 
ed a cigar, and Jeffreys jumped up from his seat 
and ran to obey as if the commission was worth 
at least a five-dollar bill. Young Mr. Boyd 
looked out the window as a carriage rolled up in 
front of the entrance to the jail. The bell rang 
once more and five men Were admitted. George 
W. Boyd gave an order to one of them, and, as a 
result, another carriage appeared in a few min- 

tes. 


There was some bandshaking, and'10 men left 
the prison. Boyd and his son, Deputy Marshal 
Jeffreys, and Felix McClosky, of Brooklyn. got 
into one carriage. Four meh, who were friends 
of the prisoner, entered the other carriage. The 
Government had only a single representative in 
the procession, and so caretul was Deputy Mar- 
shal Jeffreys of the feelings of:his prisoner that 
he grew frightfully indignant at the idea of a 
reporter showing a disposition to form one of the 
parade, and used much bad language in avow- 
ing his intention of biocking any such proceed- 
ing. He ordered the coachman to drive at full 
speed in order to defeat pursuit it the latter were 
attempted. 

At the start the Deputy Marshal seemed in a 
tremendous hurry to get his prisoner off his 
hands, or at least out of the city, but in spite of 
the fast pace at which the procession started 
the journey occupied an hour and three quar- 
ters. A reporter of THE TIMES made the trip by 
street car in 30 minutes less. How Jeffreys man- 
aged to spend so much time on the road he did 
not tell Warden Green, of the Kings County 
Penitentiary, neither did he explain how it hap- 
pened that his prisoner, who was certainly sober 
when he left Ludiow-Street Jail, presented the 
appearance of a very drunken man when he en- 
tered the nitentiary. As Boyd walked into 
the prison he was supported on one side by his 
s0n and on the other by Jeffreys. When the trio 
reached the railing behind which sat Warden 
Green at his table Jeffreys and George W. Boyd 
stepped aside. 

The prisoner staggered and steadied himselftby 
bracing against a table which stood on the out- 
side of the railing. Inalow and at times almost 
inaudible voice he ssid, in answer to Warden 
Green's questions, that his name was Edward A. 
Boyd, he was born in Ireland, was 64 years of 
age, and was a merchant. Only four versons 
entered the penitentiary with Boyd. These were 
his son, the Deputy Marshal, Felix McC.osky, 
regarding whose connection with the case none 
seemed to know anything, and an unknown 
friend of the prisoner. As Warden Green did 
not know what to make of Boyd’s condition, he 
handed him over to Dr. Bartlett, the prison phy- 
sician. The jatter made a cursory examination 
of the prisoner and said he had better be taken 
to the hospital. Boyd was unable to make his 
way there without support. His pulse was 
registered 104 beats per minute. Before bidding 
his son goodbye he gave him his seal ring, scarf 
pin, and watch and chain, One of the officials, 
describing his condition, said: ‘‘ He looked just 
like a mian who had been ona bad tear and had 
been brought home by a couple of friends. 

*Isn’t that so?” he asked another official, and 
the latter answered in the affirmative. Boyd 
was put to bed without lossoftime. To-day, if 
he has wer per? recovered, his mustache will 
be shaved off and his hair will be clipped. They 
still clip the hair at this penitentiary, though the 
enemies is no longer in vorue at Sing Sine. 

arden Green hasn’t decided what occupation 
Boyd's shall be. He will be treated just as the 
other prisonérs are. The Warden considers him 
alm too old to make shoes, and thinks he may 
find him useful asaclerk. When he is tn condi- 
tion to leave the hospital he will be assigned to 
acell in the “long term” prison. He ran the 
population of the penitentiary up to 1,017. This 
is the largest number of inmates the penitentiary 
has ever contained. 


THE QUEEN’S COTTAGE AT KEW. 
From the London Daily News, 

The cottage is exactly what it professes 
to be—a cottage and nothing more. Itis under- 
stood to have been built by George IIL, and 
ought te have a history, and probably has if one 
did but know it. The chronicler, however, 
somehow seents to have overlooked this secluded 
little establishment, within whose unpretending 
walls no doubt dishes of tea—or tay as it may 
have beet calied when royalty sipped it there— 
would occasionally have helped out Court in- 
trigues in almost any reign but that of the 
simpie-hearted monarch who now and then re- 
potted thither. Only such a King as George III. 
would have built such a piace. It is a Httle 
brick cottage with a straw-thatched roof and 
diamond-paned windows. It ts clad in ivy, and 
its door handles are “ rustic” pieces of stick, and 
ite doors can never bave been anything but 
wood unadorned. Their iroh work is now all 
pater with rust and the wood itself warped and 
split by the weather untii they look more like 
the “rustic” doors of a transpontine theatre 
than the veritable doors of a Queen's cottage. 
It was never intended for living in. It is a 
ne merely for lunching or drinking tea in. 

‘here ate two rooms, one up and one down, 
and there are lean-tos on each side comprising 
ust the offices necessary for providing tea or 
uncheon. The down-stairs room is floored 
with brick tiles, has a quaint little white marbie 
mantelpiece, and an iren fender, bought, per- 
haps, originally fora half‘a crown. Queer old- 
fashion iron armchairs, modeled on the “ rus- 
tic” idea, stand round the walls, which are col- 
ored slightly and hung all over with engravings 
of Hogarth’s paintings. Hence it 1s known as 
the Hogarth toom. There are faded old-tash- 
joned chintz curtains at the windows both up 
stairs and down, and though it is to be presumed 
it has not stood justas it does from the days 
when George III. deinghted to reside at Kew, it 
might have done so for anything to the contrary 
in its appearance. It has been shut up for many 
years, and the gravel walks about it have been 
one — weeds until they are hardly 

able.

THEIR FIRST DAY OF THE REGULAR COURSE 
OF INSTRUCTION, 

STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, NEAR PEEKS- 
KILL, July 6, 1885.—The Seventy-first Regi- 
ment to-day entered upon the regular course 
of instruction, the exercises for the first day 
and a half having been confined to guard 
mounting and dress parades. Two piatoons 
of men were marched off to the rifle range 
directly after breakfast, and in the course of 
the forenoon peppered the targets with 3,000 
rounds of cartridges. The operation was re- 
peated by another pair of platoons after dinner. 
With the exception of the first lot of marksmen, 
the guard, and the police duty men, the entire 
regiment was ordered out to the jnitiatery bat- 
talion drill during the forenoon. The sun was 
hot enough to have blistered old Anthony’s 
Nose, and it sent the perspiration rolling down 
the cheeks of the men like tears. They had evi 
dentiy bargained for all they received, however, 
and acquitted themselves ina manner which the 
Colone! deemed worthy of praise. Later they 
were rewarded by a cooling shower of rain. 

At guard mount this morning three of the 
drummers were missing from the band. They 
failed to return to camp last night until after 
their passes had expired, and were accordingly 
locked up in the guard house. They had the 
company of seven other prisoners, four of whom 
were in duranee for endeayoring to “run the 
guard.” Detective Hatchet, alias ‘* Toma- 
hawk,” who tricked a verdant guard into let- 
ting him pass the lines on Saturday night, was 
among the number. He tried to repeat the op- 
eration and failed. The prisoners were released 
after morning guard mount and assigned to po- 
lice auty in their respective —treets.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 





JAPAN TO RESUME SPECIE PAYMENTS—THE 
CHINESE EMIGRATION, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 6.—Advices by 

the steamer Oceanic from Yokohama, which 
arrived here last night. state: The Mikado of 
Japan has bestowed the ribbon of the third class 
on D. W. Stevens, who for many years was First 
Secretary of the United States Legation at 
Japan and afterward was Secretary of the 
Japanese Legation at Washington. Orders 
higher than the fourth class are seldom con- 
ferred on foreigners by the Mikado: Advices 
from the Associated Press correspondent state 
that the Japanese Government announces the 
resumption of specie payments, to take place 
Jan. 1, 1886. The Government fs issuing con- 
vertibie notes, and paper money is already on a 
par With siiver. The amount of bank notes and 
popes currency in cireulation is estimated at 
20,500,000 yens. This year’s tea crop will be 
egual in quantity and quality to last year’s. In 
a court of inquiry by the British Consul at Kobe 
the officers of the British steamer Glamorgan- 
shire have been exonerated from blame on ac- 
count of the collision with the Amefican ship 
Clarissa B. Carver. A cable connection between 
Port Hamilton and Hong Kong has been laid. 
It has been desired to formally open a confer- 
ence for a revision of the treaty between Japan 
and the treaty powers on the arrival of ex-Gov. 
Hubbard, the new American Minister at Japan. 
A letter from a North Borneo Government offi- 
cial, dated Sandakar, May 15, states that a sud- 
den attack was made upon the North Borneo 
Commercial Company's expedition to the west 
coast of Borneo by eight natives at Kawan on 
May 13, who killed Dr. Fraser, four East Indians, 
and dangerously wounded the commander of the 
expedition, Capt. de Fontaine; R. W. Little, and 
seven Sikhs. 

Mr. John Russell Young, ex-United States 
Minister to China, arrived here on the steamer 
Oceanic yesterday. In an interview regarding 
the Chinese restriction act last night he said: 
“It merely offends Chinese pride, as the Govern- 
ment are opposed to the emigration of their 
subjects. In diptomacy the fact that America 
bas discriminated against China is often used 
as a foil when America seeks any advantage 
in China or when a treaty revision is suggested. 
The Chinese emigrate from Hong Kong, an Eng- 
lish port, and not from any Chinese city. The 
British Governor of Hong Kong could enforce 
the United States restriction treaty if he were 
required to do se by his Government. The Chi- 
nese Government have done all in their power to 
prevent the emigration of Chinese to the United 
States, but there are no restrictions upon their 
going from Hong Kong. To completely carry 
out the restriction act the United States should 
negotiate a treaty with England by which 
coolies from Hong Kong would be prohibited 
from sailing to this country.” Ex-Minister 
Young conveys to Gen. Grant expressions of 
sympathy and wishes fer his recovery from Li 
Hung Chang and the Emperor of Japan. 





THE PEOPLE OF NEW-MEXICO. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, June 28. 
The Hon. 8. F. Wilson, Associate Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court for New- 
Mexico Territory, is ona visit to this city.

Most of these Mexicans are very ignorant pecple 
and cannot speak a word of English. They stay 
by themselves and do not affilfate with the 
Amertcans. Santa Fé, the capital of the Terri- 
tory, has a population of 12,000, but eight-tenths 
of these are Mexicatis. The merchants there are 
tty well divided between the Americans and 
exicans. The Auditor isa Mexican, as is also 
the Marshal of the Territory. So you see why 
the Attiericans are upposed to having New-Mex- 
ico converted into a State. The Mexicans torm 
by far the majority, and as the majority rtles in 
a State, they, of course, would be able to elect 
all the officers ef the State from their own 
countrymen, and would leave the Americaris en- 
tirely unrepresented. The Americans, there- 
fore, wish New-Mexico to refhain utide® the 
direct control of the Government until such 
time as the American p@putation shall have in- 
creased go as to be nearly eqtial to the Mexican.”

EX-MINISTER DAGGETT. 
—_———-@— 
HE TALKS ABOUT HAWAII—RUMORS OF AN- 
NEXATION UNFOUNDED. 
From the San Francisco Alta, June 25. 

In order to gain some definite solution of 
the wild rumors about Hawaiian annexation 
which have been circulating through the city 
for the past two days, an Alta representative 
yesterday called upon the Hon. Rollin M. Dag- 
gett, ex-Minister Resident to the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands,who arrived home by the steamer Mariposa 
last Monday. Knowing that Mr. Daggett would 
not answer a direct question as to whether the 
commission intrusted to him by the Hawaiian 
Government had any connection with the much 


mooted subject of annexatton, the reporter 
interrogated the ex-Minister about the present 
flnancia! condition of King Kalakaua’s Govern- 
ment and its prospects for the future. 

“ Well,” responded Mr. Daggett, ‘* business 
generally throughout the istands is very much 
depressed, and the Government itself is deeply 
in debt, but for the first time in many years the 
runnifg expenses of the Government have been 
kept within the revenue received. To be sure, 
the indebtedness is not befme reduced, but the 
demands for interest on outstanding bonds are 
— met and no further indebtedness is 

ing incurred. Future prospects are brighter 
and more promising than ever before, and, if let 
alone, the present Government wil! pull affairs 
through to a successful issue in the not far dis- 
tant future.” 

“ What effect did the recent rise in the Lon- 
non sugar market have upon island interests ?” 
asked the reporter. 

*Indireetly,” was the response, ‘it was very 

good. e increase in prices came too late for 
the planters to benefit. by it, as this year’s crops 
had all been sold only a few weeks previous. 
The rise, however, beine due to the disastrous 
failure ot the beet crop in Europe, has given hope 
to Hawaiian planters and encouraged them to 
try their success once nrore, as tt is thought that 
the beet sugar experiment, having proved so 
costly, will now be abandoned.” 
» “Tnen, since the outlook for the future is so 
bright, there can be no foundation for the 
rumor about a project being on foot to amnex 
the islands to the United States ?’’ was the cau- 
tious suggestion of the scribe. 

** No: notrthe slightest,” replied Mr. Daggett. 
“The Hawalian people are imbued with a strong 
spirit of iniependence, and their Government is 
perfectly able to maintain itself without agsist- 
ance frem other countries, other than that ex- 
tended through commercial treaties. This great 
outery of annexation and the fall of the 
Hawaiian throne is wholly due to the malignancy 
of the party in opposition to the Government, 
who are endeavoring to make up for their 
paucity of numbers by a great deal of noise and 
bombast, with the hope that it will tead to the 
fall of the party in power, evenif it carries the 
kingdom with it. Their efforts have been abso- 
lutely abortive, but they bave done a great decal 
to injure the reputation of the nation abroad.” 

“This being the case, then, your commission 
from King Kalakaua has been mueh distorted.” 

“Yes, indeed,” was the reply. ‘* Knowing 
that it was necessary for me to visit Washington 
in order to surrender my Ministerial credentials, 
his Majesty intrusted me with a commission to 
transact a few matters of business for him, the 
import of which would be of interest to no one 
did I feel inclined to betray the confidence re- 
posed in me.”’ 

“ Have you noticed lately any of the numer- 
ous defauiters of this city who sought refuge 
and quiet in Honolnlu ?” was asked. 

“ Yes; [saw McLaughlin a short time previous 
to my departure from the islands. He has pur- 
chased large interests in one or more sugar 
plantations, and is evidently making prepara- 
tions fora long stay. He has very little to say 
about hisdoubtful transaction with Gen. Barnes, 
but makes very light of the subject when spoken 
to, and apparently does not allow the matter to 
weigh very heavily upon his conseience. The 
other absconders I have not seen, as they have 
sought secluded retreats in various portions of 
the kingdom.” 

When asked what were his intentions for the 
future Mr. Daggett modestly admitted that he 
might possibly assume a prominent position in 
the next Senatorial election in Nevada. In the 
meantime he would devote his attention to pre- 
paring for publication a book on the Hawaiian 
Islands, its King and people, the material for 
which he has been industriously collecting dur- 
ing his residence in the kingdom. 





THE GROWING COTTON CROP. 


FAVORABLE REPORTS FROM THE NATIONAL 
COTTON EXCHANGE, 

New-Or.eans, La., July 6.—The monthly 
report of the National Cotton Exebange as made 
up by H. C. Parker, Secretary of the Exchange, 
says concerning the growing cotton crop: 
* There have been no very wide variations from 
the normal rainfall and temperature over the 
cotton belt during the month of June, and the 
condition ef the crop, which was 91 atthe close 
of May. is now advanced to 92, arainst 84 and 85 
for the corresponding months of last year. The 
plant has progressed well, and has gained some 


in point of growth and healthfulness, having 
been treed from the insect pests, such as lice, 
&c., that infested it to some extent in its earlier 
stage. Cultivation has been pushed, and except 
in certain areas pretty well scattered over the 
belt the flelds are in good condition. Insuch 
lecalities, therefore, while fears are expressed 
of damage from grass, owing to a somewhat ex- 
eessive rainfall, a short period of sunsh ine 
would suffice to restore prospects. We have 
made due allowanee for loss of chopping out, 
but it has not been considerable, and stands are 
still good and far superior to last year. Form- 
ing and blooming, while more advanced than at 
the same date last year, is yet not, as arule, up 
to the average, owing to t lateness of plant- 
ing. While the plant is yet somewhat 
smalt, ié is well rooted, comparatively 
free from sap, except in certain localities, and 
therefore better prepared to stand extreme mete- 
orotogical conditions. Much alarm was occa- 
sioned early in June by the appearance of worms 
in targe numbers over the northwestern part of 
Texas. These were not the reguiar cotton 
worms, but, nevertheless, they ate the young 
Plants with avidity, and in certain localities 
caused very serious damage. Much of this loss, 
however, has been repaired by replanting. Fears 
are expressed of a second brood of the worms, 
but it is not known whether the _ species 
is capable of reproducing itself as rapidly 
asthe cotton worm, or whether there is more 
than one brood inaseason. As wit! be seen in 
our State reports in some few instances the pres- 
ence of caterpfliars has been mentioned, but no 
damage has occurred therefrom. The tempera- 
ture has ranged hicher than last June, while the 
rainfall has been less and more evenly distribut- 
ed. In conclusion we therefore repeat that the 
condition of the crop at the end of Jast month 
was a high percentage. This condition has not 
only been maintained, thus enhancing the pros- 
pects by an additional 30 days ef growth under 
tavorable surroundings, but has-been actually 
improved by a change forthe better in eertain 
localities. On this basis we have’ placed the 
figures at 92 as against 91 last month. 





WEBSTEN'S AUDIENCE OF TWO.

It 
was told by the late Col. Munford, who was at 
one time Secretary of the Virginia Common- 
wealth, and it las never been published: Qol. 
Munford was in his office at the State House one 
day when a distinguished looking man, accom- 
panied by a young lady, came in, and asked if 
they could see the legislative chambers. Col. 
Munfora at once recognized, from portraits that 


he had seen, the face of Webster, and wishing to 
see as much of the great statesman as possible 
offered to accompany him through the State 
House. The young lady see to be a relative 
of Webster, and was very bright and piquant 
in her conversation. There was a constant 
fire of clever repartee between the two, and 
when the party reached the Senate Chamber the 
young lady, turning to him, exclaimed: ‘* Now, 
everybody ae you are a great man and can 
make a speech without any preparation.

The gentleman from Massachusetts has 
the floor.” “ Webster,” said Col. Muntord, re- 
lating the incident, ‘took, as if by instinct, the 
most favorable position in the room, so that his 
voice could best be heard, and for 10 or 15 min- 
utes he spoke with an eloquence that I have 
never heard equaled. He referred to Virginia's 
past, and, alluding especially to her distinguish- 
éd sons, he pointed out their portraits that hung 
on the walls, and deseribed their traits in the 
most beautiful language imaginable.”

SIX MILLIONS GONE IN SMOKE. 


NO FALLING OFF IN THE CELEBRATION OF 
THE FOURTH. 

Of tate years the impression has been 
gaining ground that the old-time celebration of 
the Fourth of July was falling into desuetude, 
and that in the not distant future the bonfires, 
fireworks, and other accessories of the day 
would be given up. A visit to the various 
manufacturers tends to dispel the delusion 
tbat fireworks on the Fourth are going out of 
date. 

“The firework season,”’ said a leading dealer 
yesterday, “ begins early in February, when the 
far West sends in its orders. The factories are 


busy with these until early in the Spring, when 
the States east of the Mississippi begin to stock 
up. It 1s a curious fact that although the 
North, from Maine to California, lays in 
a full stock to blow up on the Fourth, not a dol- 
Jar is spent by the people south of the Potomac 
and Ohio Rivers. They use them only on Christ- 
mas Day. The aemand for all kindsof goods 
feil off rapidly fortwo or three years after the 
Centennial, but for the past five years it has 
steadily tncreased, and this year I think will 
show a general increase all over the country. I 
don't believe that there wasever before so many 
firecrackers exploded as on Saturday. From atl 
the data obtainable I should say there were dis- 
tributed over the country over 500,000 boxes, 
worth about $500,000. Then the big crackers, 
which have risen rapidly to favor, have been 
more extensively sold than at any other time, 
the patriotism of the young men who are too 
old for the old time cracker expending itself in 
producing the unearthly din these btg crackers 
make. Of these I judge at _ least ,000 more 
were - eae into smoke and fragments on the 
Fourth. 

“Phe fireworks manufacturers do their best to 
discourage the consumption of firecrackers, but 
the young people appear to have renewed their 
loyalty to these time-honored explosives, and 
our opposition seems to have made but little 
headway. The fireworks now mostly in demand 
are of a kind decidedly superior to those mostiy 
in vogue in the past, and the demand for them 
is not by any means confined to the big cities, 
but Oregon and Montana want just as good fire 
goods as we ean make. Of these, rockets, Ro- 
man candies, and the various colored fires seem 
to have struck popular fancy. There have been 
sold this year, 1 think, fully $5,000,000 worth of 
these for consumption on the Fourth alone, so 
that Saturday witnessed the disappearance of 
fully $6,000,000 in smoke as an evidence of the 
patriotic feelings of the country north of the 
Ohio River. 

“This does not include the new-fangled Jap- 
anese fireworks, which are now extensively used 
for daylight exhibitions. Every visitor to a 
country fair now thinks the show apne ny | if the 
committee does not set off between each heat of 
the races alot of these Japanese constructions. 
Their use, however, is almost entirely confined 
to such occasions. But few are sold for the 
Fourth, as the celebrating patriot of to-day, like 
his predecessors of old, wants just as much noise 
as possible by day ana just as handsomea show 
by night as money will buy.”

When he entered the front room the smoke 
and heat were so great he fell, but finally 
crawled across to the other room and got out of 
the back door. He could not find any of the 
others nor hear anything of them, and he ealled 
neighbors, who soon arrived, ana knocked the 
front door in with an axe and got Mrs. Harrison 
and two children out. The heat was so intense 
that they could not go back after the rest. An- 
other neighbor bad gonein and pulled Joseph 
Harrison and Mrs. Bailey out of the window, 
but did not know that Mrs. Bailey’s baby was 
stiil there, so it was bnrned todeath. The others 
were carried to a neighboring house, where 
Harrison’s youngest child died about tl A. M. 

Joseph Harrison and his other child 
have since died. The other injured ones are still 
ative, but the doctors have little hopeof Mrs.

MARIE LITTA’S MONUMENT.

ITS DEDICATION ON THE FOURTH—AN AD- 

DRESS BY: THE HON. DAVID DAVIS. 

Correspondence of the Cleveland Leader. 
BLooMineton, IIL, July 4.—The musical 
world remembers well the blue-eyed, flaxen- 
haired gir] who sang her wonderful songs in the 
days of her childhood, not very long ago, and 
how, through the most adverse circumstances, 
she struggied on until the name of Marie Litta, 
the gifted prima donna, electrified and aston- 
ished the worid as the bright particular star in 


the firmament of musie. Covered with honor, 
and in the zenith of her fame, the young song- 
stress died in the m of her relatives and 
friends, at her home in this city, July 7, 1883, de- 
serving the distinction of being the first native 
of her city and State of her sex to win world- 
wide fame. Her funeral, which followed three 
days later, was one of the largest attended and 
most; mournful ever occurring in the State, 
strangers, musical people, and others being in 
attendance from different parts of the country 
in great numbers. 

The monument to her memory to-day un- 
veiled is one of the most tasteful and pretty 
in thecountry. The shatt stands 19 feet high, 
built, in five separate sections, of fine Barre 
(Vt.) granite. he base is 5 teet square, and 
mounted on a solid stone foundation 6 feet 
2 inches square and 7 feet deep, laid in 
solid masonry with cement. On the middle 
section: of the base are inscribed the words 
** Marie Litta.””. Upon the upper section of the 
base, which 1s. somewhat smaller than the lower, 
1s cut a book, repre her chesen profes- 
ston. On one leaf of the book are musical notes, 
representing simple music sung by her, and on 
the other leaf is more difficult classical music, 
emblematic of her. success. The next. section is 
a shaft, and on polished shields of the die are the 
prineipal inserrption and lettering. The four sides 
face to the respective compass directions, and the 
following inscriptions have been placed upon 
them: On the south side, on a level just below 
the die, is a music book and on the lower portion 
of the pedestal is the monogram “M. L.,” ini- 
tials of Marie Litta. On the upper portion is the 
treble cleff, surrounded by a laurel wreath, rep- 
resenting victory in music. Surmounting the 
whole is a beautiful draped urn, six feet high, 
representing eternal life. On thesouth stde of 
the shield is the following inscription: '* Marie 
Eugenia Von Elsner was born in Bloomington, 
June 1, 1850,and died July 7, 188. She was 
known to the musical world as Marie Litta."? On 
the west side, facing the entrance, are these 
words: “This monument was erected by the 
citizens of Bloomington to the memory of Marie 
Eugenia Von Elsner, who won fame for herself 
and reflected it on the city of her birth,’ On 
the north shield are the following words: * Her 
sun rose through clouds in the morning, and 
was eclipsed at noon by a life laborious and he- 
roic; her girlhood witnessed the triumphsof her 
genius, welcomed to the ranks of the great 
artists of her time. She was loved most for her 
pure and gentle life, and so loving hands weave 
roses with the laurel in her chaplet of fame.” 
Fotlowing this beautiful inscription are these 
words on the east side: ** A tloweris dead: a star 
has fallen; a bird singing the richest and rarest 
melody has gone forever from the groves of 
time. A woman, splendid and heroic in all the 
better qualities of life, has closed her eyes in 
death, and the voice which caught the highest 
symphonies of nature has joined in the chorus 
of the infinite.

AN INCH OF WATER. 
From the San Bernardino (Cal.) Times. 

A statute or legalinch of water in Cali- 
fornia is the water discharged through an open- 
ing 1 inch square undera pressure of 4 inches 
from the centre of the orifice to the top of the 
box or point of overflow. ‘This is equiva- 
lent to .02 cubic foot discharge per second, 1.2 
cubie feet per minute, and 72 cubic feet per 
hour. To reduce to gallons multiply by 7.48, 
which gives about 9 gallons per minute. The 
““miner’s inch’ runs from 5 to 7 inches 

ressure, varying with locality. The great 
hydrauite companies, however, have agreed 
upon a 6-inch pressure, which gives by 
actual measurement, as made by Hamilton 
Smith at the North Bloomfield, 2,260.6 
cubic feet per 24 hours, or 94.2 cubic feet per 
hour. Inu reducing to inches the water stored in 
reservoirs the practice is to allow 100 cubic 
feet per hour. For irrigating heads the press- 
ure runs all the way from 38 to 8 inches among 
commercial ditches. The latter is—or was re- 
cently—in use by the National Canal Compa- 
ny, Sacramento County. That company meas- 
ures through an orifice 4 inches deep, with 
6 inches additional to overflow. In regard to 
the measuring box, the practice is quite uni- 
form. It should be so large that the inflow will 
not create a perceptible current or commotion. 
The opening is usually 2 inches in depth, its 
length being regulated by a tight-fitting slide, 
each half inch being equivalent to an inch of 
water. The edges are smooth, and, if necessary, 
are chamfered on the outside.

An extraordinary statement has been 
made by a correspondent of one of the daily 
papers. The metropolitan police, it is said, are 
bound by the terms of their engagement not to 
exercise the Parliamentary franchise under a 
penalty of £100. i can believe a good deal of the 
Jack-in-office spirit which is the bane of every 
branch of the public service; but it seems almost 
incredible that the Home Office can have taken 
on itself to disfranchise several thousand highly 
trusted and trustworthy citizens. On this prin- 
ciple we may have every squire and manufact- 
urer in the kingdom imposing on those who 
work for him an agreement not to vote at Par- 
tiamentary elections, I should imagine such a 
contract would be in any case illegal. If it be 
not, the sooner it is made so the better.

He anchored 
the Shenandoah some distance from the shore and 
adopted every precaution possible to prevent sickness.

We do not know what view the old- 
fashioned Democrats take of HIGGINs. 
But it is scarcely possible that there can 
be from any quarter any “‘ pressure” ex- 
prted to retain him in the office he dis- 
graces. The natural indisposition to con- 
fess and correct a blunder is, we pre- 
sume, the sole obstacle to his im- 
mediate and ignominious dismissal, for 
his conduct has been so uniformly 
offensive that among sensible people 
the conclusion is unanimous that his 
retention as Appointment Clerk of the 
Treasury Department is not only bad poli- 
tics, but bad taste. We except the old- 
fashioned Democrats from the number of 
those holding this opinion, not because 
they are not, many of them, people of 
sense, but because, as we have said, we 
are in doubt about their opinion of Hic- 
Gins. As there is an increasing proba- 
bility that Hiacins will soon have to go 
‘we expect to be favored at an early day 
with the Jeffersonian and Jacksonian view 
of his merits and’demerits. We shall 
watch with interest to see how many and 
what friends will spring up to defend him. 








The Mescalero Apaches, who live on a 
reservation in New-Mexico, and whom 
GERONIMO not long ago urged to follow 
him on the warpath, are now restless be- 
cause their food isalmost gone. The War 
Department will try to feed them in order 
to keep them on the reservation. These 
Apaches steadfastly refused to join 
GERONIMO, and if they break out now 
it will not be difficult to find in 
the course pursued by the Government a 
cause for the revolt. A prominent army 
officer in Washington declares that the 
Interior Department has failed to do its 
duty by them, and asserts that he has 
been told by the General of the army 
that by collusion between agents and 
dealers they have been cheated out 
of a large part of the supplies for 
which appropriations were made by 
Congress. There is no game for them 
to kill The brief explanation made by 
the renegade Sioux chief who joined the 
Cheyennes some time ago indicates that 
the trouble among the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes has been caused by the en- 
‘croachmenis of the cowboys and cattle- 
men whom Secretary TELLER allowed to 
get possession of the reservation land by 
means of so-called leases. Gen. MCCoox’s 
protest against these leases may direct 
public attention to transactions that now 
Nhreaten to cause an Indian war. 








Lord SatisBuRyY has formally announced 
his intention of doing what everybody 
foresaw that he mustdo. He cannot im- 

‘prove upon the policy of the Liberals in 
Afghanistan and the Soudan, and he will 
paerefore execute it. 





The implication -of : 


his speech is that he’ is committed to Mr. 


GLaDsTONe’s policy against his own will, 
but that implication is not borne out by 
the facts. He would be free to open a 
quarrel with Russia or to send the British 
troops back to the Soudan if he saw 
his way to doing so. Except this 
implication, his speech might have been 
made by his predecessor, Lord GRANVILLE. 
The only debatable sentence in his re- 
marks on the Afghan question is that in 
which, after urging the necessity of put- 
ting India ina state of defense, he says 
that ‘‘we should stretch out beyond so 
that when the tide of war comes it will 
not come near our defenses.” So long as 
this is left vague and commits the Gov- 
ernment to nothing it may do well enough, 
but if Lord SauisBuRY should try to de- 
scribe explicitly his method of “‘ stretch- 
ing out beyond” he would involve himself 
in difficulties. 











The abject peacefulness and reprehensi- 
ble good temper displayed by the Irish 
must be very grievous to the English Con- 
servatives, To Lord SaLisBurY and his 
associates it is a relief, since there is noth- 
ing in the situation, as exhibited. by the 
calendar of the Summer Assizes in Ireland, 
to demand or to justify the introduction 
of anew Crimes or Coercion act. Lord 
CARNARVON must have greatly disgusted 
the old Tories yesterday with his declara- 
tion that it was inadvisable to renew the 
Crimes act. Nevertheless he showed wis- 
dom in his generation. The introduc- 
tion of such an. act would at once 
break up the Conservative-Parnellite alli- 
ance, which Lord SaLIsBuRY must de- 
sire to cultivate. On the other hand, fol- 
lowing the Liberal policy with respect to 
Ireland will lose him the active support 
of the squirearchy, which constitutes the 
strength of the Conservative Party, and 
the creed of which is that an Irishman 
ought always to be under vigilant re- 
straint, for the reason that he is medita- 
ting mischief even when he is not engaged 
in doing any. Some Radical member 
might execute a smart political stroke by 
introducing a bill granting to Ireland such 
a measure of home rule as Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN has publicly favored. The Govern- 
ment would be bound as a maiter of self- 
preservation to oppose such a measure, 
and yet its opposition would lose it the 
votes of the Parnellites. Even the Irish 
constituencies would be unlikely to stand 
by their representatives in opposing such 
a measure from motives of ‘‘ pure cussed- 
ness.” 








Personally Mr. BrRaDLAUGH gets little 
or no sympathy in the difficulties which 
still beset him in regard to taking the 
oath as a member of the House of 
Commons, but it is entirely true, 
as Mr. GLADSTONE remarked yester- 
day, that the present Parliament 
has throughout grievously wronged 
the electorate of Northampton by 
refusing to allow the member represent- 
ing it to take his oath and his seat. The 
majority of the members of the House 
present and voting again declared, how- 
ever, that mere questions of principle and 
of right and wrong were not to be thought 
of in his case, and, by a vote of 263 to 219, 


they decided that such a fellow as BRaD- } 


LAUGH could not be admitted to member- 
ship in their pleasant club. 








Mexico is furnishing some interesting 
illustrations nowadays of the Spanish- 
American method of working free in- 
stitutions. Not only does the President 
arbitrarily suspend the solemn contracts 
of the Government and convert the 
national debt to suit his notions of a 
financial policy, but the editors of jour- 
nals which criticise his conduct are ar- 
rested and sent to Yucatan. An expres- 
sion of public opinion has found vent 
in a proclamation posted in the city 
of Mexico by students who have taken it 
into their heads to act as the guardians of 
the national honor. It is possible that 
these ardent young men may also be 
‘‘rusticated” in some distant province. 
So long as Diaz retains his hold upon the 
army it is pretty certain that he will run 
the Government and crush opposition. 
He is only showing once more the natural 
result of the incapacity of the people of 
Mexico for self-government, which in- 
evitably leads to what is practically a 
military dictatorship. 








TAXATION OF PERSONAL PROP- 
ERTY. 


The disparity between the assessed 
values of real estate and personal prop- 
erty in this city, as shown in the report 
of the Tax Commissioners, affords an illus- 
tration of the inequality and injustice of 
our system of taxation in practice. The 
most thorough and intelligent examina- 
tion of the subject of taxation in this 
State ever made was that of the commis- 
sion of 1870-72, consisting of Davip A. 
WELLS, EpwiIn DopGg, and GErorGE W. 
Cuy.Ler. It adopted the statement of a 
high financial authority, which was gen- 
erally accepted as correct by competent 
students of the subject, that *‘ universally 
the market value of the aggregate of land 
and that of the aggregate of productive 
capital are equal.” It went further, and 
said that in highly civilized and densely 
populated States the separate aggregates 
of property generally classed under the 
two heads of real and personal are ‘“‘ either 
equal or closely approximate to each 
other in actual value.” They presented a 
schedule of property of the personal class 
within the State, ‘‘ founded on exact data 
or careful estimate, whose aggregate 
amount nearly equaled in value the en- 
tire amount of all the property of the 
State, real and personal, returned for 
taxation during the year 1870-71.” The 
truth of the general statement that the 
value of personal property is approxi- 
mately equal to that of real estate in any 
industrial and commercial community is 
one which no sensible man who has 
studied the subject any longer denies, 

It is the capital used upon land which 
in a great city like New-York gives it its 
high market value, and the costly build- 
ings put upon it arean approximate meas- 
ure of the capital that is profitably em- 
ployed in its use. Since the great develop- 
ment of corporate enterprises and the 
multiplication of various forms of invest- 
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ment the proportion of personal property 
values to those of real estate held in a great 
commercial centre have vastly increased. 
There is scarcely a doubt that the wealth 
held in this city in the forms classed as 
personal property greatly exceeds that 
held in real estate, notwithstanding the 
immense increase given to the value of 
real estate by the accumulation of wealth 
used upon it. It was said in the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1868 that thirty citi- 
zens of this State could be named whose 
aggregate wealth exceeded the entire val- 
uation of personal property of the entire 
State. There is no doubt that twenty-five 
men in this city could be named whose 
wealth in personal property alone exceeds 
the entire valuation of that class of prop- 
erty as shown on the assessment rolls, 

The absurdity of the pretense that per- 
sonal property is assessed with any de- 
gree of completeness or equality was 
shown by the commission of 1870 in a 
comparison of figures for different States 
and cities and different years. If there is 
any State in which the ratio of personal 
property is high it is the State of New- 
York, and it certainly holds a higher 
ratio in the city of New-York than in any 
other American city whatsoever. Itis also 
a fact that the ratio has progressively in- 
creased rather than diminished in recent 
years. And yet the ratio, as shown by 
the assessment rolls, has constantly de- 
creased until now it is little more than 
1 to 10 as compared with the valuation of 
real estate. In 1870 it was 1 to 21-2, 
while that of Providence, R. I, was 1 to 
1.20 and that of Boston 1 to 1.67. The 
inequality is glaringly shown between 
the ratios of different years and different 
cities, counties, and States, and it is cer- 
tain that it corresponded to no similar va- 
riations in actual values. 

All this shows the inequality of personal 
taxation. The property on which it is 
levied has taken so many elusive forms, is 
so easily concealed and transferred, and 
the allowance of deductions for debt gives 
such opportunity for devices for evasion, 
that fully nine-tenths of it escapes assess- 
ment. No sensible man believes that the 
taxable personal property of this city, 
aside from bank shares, is but little 
more than $130,000,000 and not much 
more than twice the amount of those 
shares, and that the number of men legally 
subject to assessment thereon scarcely 
exceeds 12,000. Itis altogether too absurd 
for belief. The fact is that personal 
property escapes taxation, and the excep- 
tional instances are only an indication of 
the enormous inequality of the assessment. 
But the moral of thisis not that an in- 
quisitorial system should be devised for 
reaching all personal property. It would 
be costly and annoying, and would be 
only partly successful at best. It would 
probably increase the inequality and in- 
justice instead of removing it, for to a 
still larger extent than now the honest 
men would pay while the _ rascals 
escaped. It would be far better to 
abolish personal taxation altogether and 
put the whole burden on real estate, where 
it would diffuse itself and work out equal- 
ity by an irresistible law. If it is desira- 
ble to supplement the direct assessment of” 
landed property in a way to derive a fair 
revenue from the wealth represented in 
its occupation and use, an additional tax 
upon rental values above a certain limit, 
to be paid by the occupier, whether owner 
or not, would serve the purpose much more 
equitably than the present system of pre- 
tending to assess personal property. 








A MISPLACED INSPECTOR. 


The Secretary of the Interior has ap- 
pointed Gen. FranK C. ARMSTRONG, of 
Texas, New-Orleans, and Washington, to 
be an Inspector of Indian Agencies. How 
many persons there are bearing this name 
who are well known in Texas, New-Or- 
leans, and Washington we do not know, 
but if the new Inspector of Indian Agen- 
cies is the Gen. FrRanK C. ARMSTRONG 
who was a prominent contractor in the 
star route mail service while BRADY was 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General, it 
occurs to us that a mistake has been 
made and that some one has been misled. 

The star route investigation disclosed 
the fact that while the DorsEys and other 
groups of contractors were ‘developing 
the country” by means of expedited 
routes in the regularly advertised 
service other favored persons were 
confining their operations to what 
was called the temporary service— 
routes awarded arbitrarily without com- 
petition for periods of from ten to fourteen 
months. Among these holders of tempo- 
rary service was JAMES B. PRICE, who 
had a great liking for hypothenuse routes, 
and who set forth the inside history of 
his transactions with BrapDy and others 
in certain affidavits which he placed at 
the disposal of the Government. The 
temporary service in Texas was controlled 
by Gen. Frank C. ARMSTRONG, Major 
Joun D. ADAMS, WILLIAM C. DUxBuRY, 
A. H. Brown, R. C. Kerens, and J. P. 
HorsBacH, the Washington agent of the 
Louisiana Lottery Company. There were 
awarded to Gen. ARMSTRONG eight routes, 
for periods ranging from ten to fourteen 
months, and the annual pay, fixed with- 
out competition, was $53,310, That there 
was some profit in these prices is shown 
by the fact that the same routes were 
afterward advertised and let to the Par- 
KERS and other favored contractors for 
only $19,214 a year. Major Apams 
secured temporary contracts for four 
Texas routes in one day, the pay being 
$10,650 a year, and at once sublet them all 
to Texas men for $2,800. Gen. ARMSTRONG 
also was contractor in the advertised 
service on the route from Rio Grande City 
to Laredo, and his annual pay was raised by 
‘* expedition” and additional trips from 
$1,270 to $8,488, the annual revenue of 
the offices being $161. There was a re- 
markable absence of petitions calling for 
service under the temporary contracts, 
and several of the routes were practically 
useless. After Brapy’s departure many 
of. these costly routes were discontinued 
by the department. . 

Pricr’s story about the cost of his ‘‘ ex- 
pedition” and the Price drafts played a 
prominent part in the star route trials. 
In his affidavit he gave part of the history 
of his notorious temporary contract for 





awarded to him by Brapy, the annual 
pay being $41,588. It was immediately 
after this award, according to his affi- 
davit, that he paid his “‘ assessment” of 
$5,000. The profits were so great on a 
route where little, if any, service was per- 
formed that such contributions did not 
seriously diminish them. 

As we have said, if the new Indian In- 
spector is this Gen. ARMSTRONG who held 
the Texas temporary routes, a mistake 
has been made, for if the Government 
must have his services he should have 
been placed in the Post Office Depart- 
ment, where his experience in the mail 
service could be utilized. It is said 
that he was recommended by Senator 
WaLTHALL, and that he was appoint- 
ed at the request of Indian Commissioner 
ATKINS. The Senator may not have 
known of his special qualifications for the 
mail service, but Mr. ATKINS was Chair- 
man of the committee in the Forty-sixth 
Congress that made astar route investi- 
gation. 


TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 


From the subject of the Chicago strikes 
to that of technical education seems a 
long stride, and yet in fact the connection 
between the two subjects is very close. 
The strikers are under the great disad- 
vantage that their places can be very 
readily filled, and that the only way to 
prevent them from being filled is to use or 
threaten violence against those who may 
be willing to take them. SYDNEY SMITH 
said that every Englishman believed that 
he could drivea gig and edit a newspaper. 
Only such Americans as can fall in with 
or are themselves credulous capitalists 
have a chance to try editing newspapers 
by the light of nature and independently 
of experience. But every able-bodied 
American not only believes that he can 
drive a horse car, but he can actually do 
it after an apprenticeship of three or four 
days. During that interval his car will 
shoot madly from its track, and his pas- 
sengers will undergo some painful joltings 
and annoying delays. But that is all. 
If the striking car drivers and conductors 
had left Chicago when they struck work 
the cars would by this time have been 


running as smoothly and as frequently as" 


ever, and nobody would be aware that 
there had been any disturbance. This 
result could have been prevented, we 
repeat, as it has been prevented, only by 
the interference of the strikers with the 
employment they have renounced. There 
is, indeed, one other method. The public 
sympathy might have been so strongly 
excited by the obvious justice and rea- 
sonableness of the demands of the strikers 
that the public would have refused to 
take the cars unless these demands were 
granted. But this has not happened. The 
mercurial public of Chicago, having had 
its fun for two or three days out of the 
substitutes employed for the regular pub- 
lic conveyances, has reverted to business, 
and pays its fares to whomsoever the com- 
panies depute to receive them. 

Now, it is absurd to treat an employ- 
ment which requires an apprenticeship of 
two or three days as if it were a handi- 
craft, and to organize a trades union for 
the protection of its practitioners. Such 
an employment is open to all the unem- 
ployed and will be accepted when the 
unemployed are so numerous as they are 
in Chicago at present, at barely liv- 
ing wages, subject to summary dis- 
charge and with no guarantees at 
all except of the payment of each 
day’s wages as they become due. 
In so far as the natural “rights of la- 
bor” are concerned the unorganized la- 
borers who are willing to take what the 
organized laborers refuse have them in 
precisely the same degree as the organ- 
ized laborers. In so far as the rights of 
labor as secured by organization are con- 
cerned the claim of these rights by un- 
skilled laborers who belong to an organ- 
ization is simply a denial of them to un- 
skilled laborers who do not belong to the 
organization. It is as arbitrary and op- 
pressive a discrimination as that of which 
the organized laborers complain in their 
employers. 

Be it observed that to say this is not to 
find fault with trades unions. It is only 
to point out that a trades union implies 
a trade. If all the engineers upon the 
elevated railroads in this city were to ‘‘ go 
out” it would not be necessary for them 
to hang about the stations and intimidate 
the men who attempted to take their 
places. The fact that men unem- 
ployed because they were unskilled 
were to try their hands at run- 
ning locomotives would effectually in- 
timidate the passengers. All the men 
who know how to drive locomotives al- 
ready belong to the powerful and intelli- 
gent trades union which would authorize 
the strike and sustain the strikers. This 
fact would induce the employers, who 
certainly are no more likely to be actuat- 
ed by benevolence in dealing with the 
men in their employ than are the employ- 
ers of the car drivers in Chicago, to accede 
to every demand on the part of the engi- 
neers which the state of their business 
would justify. 

What is true of the business of trans- 
portation is true of any other business, 
The difference between flush times and 
hard times is, of course, felt by skilled la- 
borers as well as by unskilled. But a man 
who is an indispensable part of a business, 
and whose place cannot be taken except 
by another man who has served an ap- 
prenticeship of years, is sure of em- 
ployment so long as it pays to keep 
the business going. If he belongs to a 
trades union the union, if it is intelli- 
gently managed, is sure of making the 
best terms for him which the market jus- 
tifies. If the trade is a real trade it meets 
a permanent demand of society, and a 
man skilled in it cannot be thrown out of 
employment for a very long time. The 
demand for unskilled labor, on the other 
hand, varies greatly, while the supply is. 
constant or progressive. The man whose 
art and mystery is the driving of horse 
cars must take the consequences of not 
having been taught a more difficult 
trade, and among these consequences 
is the certainty that his place can be 
filled within a week as well as he fills it. 
He must, therefore, expect to work under

beat down his wages to the lowest point 


at which an able-bodied man is willing to 
work, and with the certainty that in flush 
times two or three men, and im hard times 1 
a dozen, will apply for his place as soon 
as he strikes work. 





RUSSIA AND COREA. 

The recent disclaimer from St. Peters- 
burg of any intention on the part of the 
Russian Government to acquire a port in 
Corea, or otherwise to impair the integrity 
of that country, has evidently been re- 
ceived with incredulity in China. Dis- 
patches from Shanghai say that the Chi- 
nese Government is much alarmed at Rus- 
sia’s purposes, and has both massed troops 
on her northern frontier and dispatched 
all her available war vessels to resist Rus- 
sian aggression in Corea. 

Thus an Asiatic question quite different 
from the two that have occupied atten- 
tion during the last twelve months is sud- 
denly brought forward. It may prove a 
question as momentous as either of the 
others, since the next armed conflict be- 
tween the populous Empires of Russia and 
China, whenever it may come, is likely to 
be sanguinary, and may change the map 
of Eastern Asia. There is a vivid sug- 
gestion of Russia’s irrepressible mania for 
aggrandizement in this apprehension that 
while she was drawing all eyes to one 
flank of her Asiatic frontier, at Penjdeh, 
she was busily preparing for like en- 
croachment on her fother flank, at Vlad- 
ivostock. Mongolian suspicion, however, 
is matched against Muscovite stealthiness 
of approach, and China’s mobilization of 
her troops and. dispatch of her fleet to the 
threatened quarter may at least prevent a 
duplication of the stroke on the Afghan 
border. 

That an emphatic and circumstantial 
denial will again be given at St. Peters- 
burg to all charges of interfering with 
Corea may be expected. It is quite pos- 
sible, too, that Chinese fears at this time 
are premature. But British professional 
authorities, military and naval, have been 
under the same apprehension for the last 
three months. Russia, in fact, has a 
double temptation to annex a part of 
Corea. Vladivostock is too far north to 
satisfy her as a Pacific port. Ice blocks 
up its harbor every Winter, and 
thus it never can compete save at 
a disadvantage with more southerly 
ports in that march of commerce in 
Eastern Asia which will doubtless be one 
of the memorable features of the close of 
this century. Russia’s first step south- 
ward brings her to Corea; and unless she 
can trench on this peninsula all hopes of 
a better seaboard are atanend. A second 
incentive is that the greater part of the 
people in and around Vladivostock are 
Corean. They control the trade of the 
place, and their relations with the penin- 
sula are intimate. The case is one of 
those in which arbitrary lines drawn 
by statecraft, assigning the people.on 
either side to opposite Governments, 
do not affect the relations of the 
people themselves. Not long ago 
a British military paper, having good op- 
portunities for forming an opinion, de- 
clared that ‘‘ Russia has already made 
such good use of this weapon that no 
local resistance would attend the annex- 
ation of the northern part of the coveted 
country.” Another advantage of Russia 
in prosecuting this scheme, if she really 
entertains it, is that Corea is in an 
anomalous political condition, being 
technically under the suzerainty of China, 
but practically almost independent. To 
the northern portion at least Russia might 
make union with her appear as desirable 
as vasalage to Pekin. 

The noteworthy fact just now is that it 
is China that goes to the defense of Corea. 
Hitherto Great Britain has been chiefly 
anxious over Russian menaces in this 
quarter; and while she has reckoned up 
possible .allies in resisting them, she has 
seemed to put no very high value on China, 
Yet China is already said to be acting 
vigorously, whether from her own motion 
or under a secret stimulus from England. 
She is a power, too, that Russia cannot 
afford to despise. Her navy, despite some 
hapless encounters with the unusually 
strong marine forces of France, is 
amply able to cope with anything 
that Russia has on her _ Siberian 
coast, and it will be reinforced with the 
new war ships on their way from Ger- 
many. China, in fact, reaped nearly all 
the moral advantages in her late struggle 
with France. She grappled with a lead- 
ing European power, and lost no honors 
in the encounter as a whole. She now 
boldly proclaims her rights over Corea, 
and proposes to defend them by arms, 
whereas not long ago our own representa- 
tives were treating with Corea almost as 
with an independent power. At the same 
time hostilities with France break out 
afresh in Anam, and China is suspected 
of instigating them. 

Possibly the firm front shown by the 
Celestial Empire may cause a cloaking 
and temporary abandonment of any Rus- 
sian schemes against Corea. If not, in 
the common interests of England and 
China in this quarter, the revival of 
British anxiety over Russia’s movements 
on the Afghan border, and the bitter re- 
sentment of France against China for rea- 
sons of her own, there are possibilities of 
serious complications and combinations, 


CLIMBING DOGS. 


Students of the theory of evolution have 
latterly had their attention attracted to 
the prospect that a new variety of dog is 
about to appear. 

The dog in all ages has been distin- 
guished by an inability to climb. This 
did not impair his usefulness in his 
original state. Deer, foxes, and other 
animals hunted by dogs do not climb 
trees, and the dog has always been satis- 
fied after treeing a cat or a small boy to 
dance at the foot of the tree until relieved 
by aman with a gun.. But modern civ- 
ilization has: developed the back fence 
of our city houses, and the cats that 
the dog once drove into convenient 
trees now seek safety on the fence and 
smile serenely at their enemy. Now the 
dog cannot look upon a fence only five or 
six feet high in the light of a tree twenty 
or fifty feet high, and he is buoyed up by 
the constant hope that he can in some 
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way reach the cat that mocks him from 
the fence.. Dogs have now been trying to 
jump from the ground to the top of the 
back fence for nearly a century, and at 
last incessant practice has so developed 
the dog’s muscles and his command over 
them that dogs are frequently met who 
are very nearly entitled to be called climb- 
ing animals.’ 

A dog of this;kind can spring ;from 
the ground and seize with his‘ front 
paws the top of a back fence fully six feet 
in height. He can then draw himself up 
until all four feet are on top of the fence, 
and the neighboring cats are at his mercy. 
If there happen to be any convenient knot- 
holes in the fence or any projections on a 
fence post the climbing dogs will contrive to 
use them so as to reach the top of the fence 
without leaping. There are probably a 
hundred dogs in this city to-day who 
habitually perform feats of climbing in 
connection with back fences which no dog 
of the last century could possibly have 
performed. 

From the progress made by dogs in this 
direction it is reasonably certain that before 
very long dogs will become as expert as 
cats in climbing. They will become ar- 
boreal, and will fearlessly chase birds to 
the tops of the highest trees. Of course, 
it will not be long before the cats are to- 
tally annihilated, for as soon as the back 
fences and trees no longer insure them 
safety they will have no means of escape. 
For this reason the climbing dog will be 
enthusiastically welcomed, and if he could 
only be taught to fly and to catch mos- 
quitoes and sparrows on the wing he 
would approach very near to ideal per- 
fection. 











Not much light is thrown upon the 
question of what funds are available for 
the use of the Department of Public 
Works for local improvements by the re- 
ply of the Controller to the request of the 
head of the department for information. 
Mr. LOEW shows that means were pro- 
vided just before the beginning of the 
year for carrying out the contracts then 
existing and completing the work already 
begun. These are not yet exhausted, 
and are sufficient for the purpose for 
which they were set apart, but so far as 
new undertakings are concerned the Con- 
troller seems to be at aloss, and merely 
asks for consideration and advice on the 
subject from Commissioner SQUIRE. Some- 
body ought to set on foot proceedings to 
ascertain whether the indebtedness of this 
city is above or below the constitutional 
limit. The authorities are committed to 
the embarrassing theory that it exceeds 
the limit, but they do not seem to be 
eager to have the question tested.

dynamic effects are sought; nor could the ebb 
and flow of the throng be controlled by the 
remembrance of the ancient Italian motto run- 
ning, ** The greatest homage to music is silence.” 
The concert was given, however, all the same, 
and was enjoyed, apparently, by a large con- 
course of people. The numbers on the pro- 
gramme were familiar to the frequenters of 
choral performances and musical entertain- 
ments generally. The band played a march- 
overture b Lachner, Berlioz’s ‘“ Rakoczy 
March,” and the overture to “ Rienzi,” which 
last piece, although the conductor was sel- 
dom stirred by its well marked rhythms 
or warmed by its vivid tone color, was 
rendered with no_ little impressiveness. 
The soloists were Miss A. M. Kesler, who 
sang ‘* Wie nahte mir,” from ** Der Freyschuetz,” 
and Miss Minnie Diithey, whose execution of the 
Shadow Song from “ Dinorah,” although occa- 
sionally rather uncertain as to tempo, awakened 
great enthusiasm. In Schumann’s setting of Uh- 
jand’s “ Gitick von Edenhall”’ and in Tschizch’s 
dramatic tone picture entitied **A Night on the 
Ocean” Messrs. Fried, Remmertz, and Steinbach 
interpreted the solos, and in the.latter work 
the united singers of Brooklyn were beard to 
special advantage, while the immense volume 
of tone produced by 2,000 voices was particularly 
telling in Grieg’s fanciful ‘* Landkennung."* 
Still, the musica! importance of the concert was 
not marked. The admirer of choral singing will 
probably derive livelier satisfaction from the 
meetings inviting attention at the Grand Opera 
House in Brooklyn this afternoon and this even-« 
ing, when the principal societies are to contend 
for the prizes.

BROWN AND BOWDOIN TO RACE. 

WORCESTER, July 6.—It looks now as 
though there might after ali be a boat race bee 
tween Bowdoin and Brown, to decide the cham~ 
pionship of the Intercollegiate Rowing Associ- 
ation. After Referee Lincoln had decided, Sat~ 
urday, that Bowdoin and Brown must row over, 
he fixed upon July 13 asthe date, Brown saying 
it could not possibly row sooner, as the mem-< 
bers of its crew are members of the Narragan- 


sett eight of Providence, which is to row for the 
Sbarpless Cup on the Schuylkill at Philadelphia 
July 9. The Browns said that if they were not 
able to row on the 13th they would give up all 
claim to the championship medals. The Bowdoin'g 
in consenting to that date said they were willing 
to wait a month, if necessary, to decide the 
race. After the Browns left here they tele- 
graphed Referee Lincoln they could not row be-« 
fore the 26d. The Bowdoins would not consent 
to that, and then the Browns, who are now in 
Philadelphia, telegraphed again that they could 
not possibly row before the 16th. The Bowdoing 
courteously ;consented to this date as the very 
latest, and Mr. Lincoln this afternoon tele- 
graphed the Browns that if they did not consent 
to the 16th the date would stand the 18th ag 
originally agreed upon, and he should on that 
day award the race to Bowdoin. Late this even- 
ing came a dispatch signed by W. H. Beattie. 
Captainof the Brown crew, saying: * We wil 
row the 16th, afternoon.”* The Bowdoin crew is 
still stopping at the Eyre, and will keep up theiy 
daily practice until the day of the race. 





OPPOSING THE D!AZ SCHEME. 

Crty or Mexico, July 6—via Galveston. 
—A proclamation addressed to the people and 
signed by several students was found placarded 
on dead walls here thismorning. The document 
stated that the recent decree for the conversion 
of the debt was humiliating to the people and 
the signers of it, and protested that the law waa 
one of the most tyrannical ever registered in the 
history of arbitrary governments. It called atten- 
tion to the protest against the recognition of the 
English debt during the Gonzales administra- 
tion—a protest written in the blood ot the peo- 
ple. A call wasalso made for a popular demon- 
stration of disapproval of the decree. The Gov- 
ernment took immediate measures to guard 
against an outbreak. Ali the troops in the city 
were ordered to remain in their barracks and 
report this afternoon. Several editors have been 
arrested and will be sent to Yucatan. The ut- 
terances of certain journals have lately been 
extremely violent and denunciatory of the Gove 
ernment, 





WILL THE DOMINION RETALIATE? 

Orrawa, July 6.—In view of the United 
States Government having rescinded the order 
allowing United States goods and products in 
transit from one United States port to another 
through Canadian territory without being sub- 
ject to duty on re-entering the United States, 
strong pressure is being made to induce the Do- 
minion Government to retaliate by canceling a 
similar order as applied to Canadian goods in 
transit from one port in the Dominion to an- 
other through United States territory, which 
went into operation in 1883. The effect of this 
would be to turn all goods now folng from 
Upper Canada to Nova Scotia and New-Bruns- 
wick from the Portland (Me.) route to the Inter- 
colonial Kailway. American lines would also be 
shut out from a large carrying trade which hag 
sprung up on the transport of goods from Onta- 

© to Manit »ba via Chicago and St. Paul. It is 
not known what action the Government hag 
decided on. 


AN 1OWA NEWSPAPER SEIZED. 

Drs Mornes, Iowa, July 6.—Just as the 
force on the Daily Leader began composition to- 
night Sheriff Painter instalied himself as cus- 
todian of the material,under what is known as the 
Polk and Hubbell mortgage, held by the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank and calling for about 
$5,000. The owner of the paper resides in Colo- 
rado, and Mr. Garretty, the manager and former 
owner, states that he neglected to secure the 
consent of the owners of the mortgage for an 
extension and they thus obtained a technical 
hold on the paper. The unfriendly course of 
several leading Democrats has aided the crisis. 
It is believed the stoppage of the paper will only 
be temporary.

HENRY H. GORRINGE DEAD 


THE ACCIDENT TO HIM LAST WIN- 
TER RESULTS FATALLY. 
INCIDENTS IN THE CAREER OF THE NAVAL 
OFFICER WHO BROUGHT CLEOPATRA’S 

NEEDLE TO NEW-YORKE. 


Henry H. Gorringe died yesterday after- 
hoon in the Benedict apartment house, on 
Washington-square. Mr. Gorringe had suffered 
for several months from spinal disease. During 
atrip toashipyard in which he was interested 
early last Winter he met with an accident that 
bas resulted indeath. He tooka train that did 
not stop at hisstation. In jumping from it he 
fell and injured his spine. He was brought back 
to this city, and was forsome timeina critical 
condition. He grew better, however, and hopes 
of his recovery were entertained. A short time 
ago he grew worse rapidly, and death followed 
yesterday. 

Mr. Gorringe came conspicuously into public 
notice by bringing Cleopatra’s Needle here from 
Egypt. When there was first talk that the 
Khédive might give the obelisk to this country 
the New-Yorkers who fell into the project, 
having provided for the expense of removal, 
engaged Mr. Gorringe to attend toit. He se- 
cured along furlough from the Navy Depart- 
ment, in which he was a Lieutenant-Com- 
mander, went to Egypt, and on July 20, 1880, re- 
turned to this city on the Dessouc, the vessel he 
had bought abroad and had altered te accom- 
modate the obelisk. The entire work was com- 
mendéd by engineers, no one grudging Mr. Gor- 
ringe full credit for it.. He was honored 
with a reception by the Masons, and for a 
year or more freauently addressed scientific 
gatherings on the subject of the obelisk and in 
regard tothe work of removal. His furlough 
stall continuing, he availed himself of the reputa- 
tion this project had brought him to engage in 
various enterprises as consulting engineer, a 
business at which he was quite successful. It 
brought him into turther prominence and his 
name began to figure in the newspapers, in con- 
nection sometimes with matters foreign to his 
profession, He was talked of in April, 1882, in 
connection with the office of Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning in this city, in consequence of 
plans that he had submitted for the removal of 
spow trom the strevts. 

In the Winter of 1882 Mr. Gorringe appeared in 
an interview ina city paper on the subject of 
free ships. At about the same time rumor con- 
nected his name with an enterprise for ship- 
building. Secretary Chandler called him to ac- 
count, ostensibly for engaging in the new en- 
terprise. Mr. Gorringe thought he saw behind 
the Secretary’s note a motive prompted by dis- 
pleasure that he should have opinions of his 
own on a mooted national topic. His reply to 
the Secretary’s note was —- with that sus- 





picion in his mind. wo or three sharp 
notes passed, and Mr. Gorringe resigned 
from the navy. This was early in Feb- 


ruary, 1883. Within a fortnight he appeared as 
the organizer and manager of the American 
Shipbuilding Company, which leased the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Shipbuilding Yards, near 
Philadelphia. The company was formally or- 
ganized and began operations on March 6, 1883. 
Mr. Gorringe retained a residence in this city, 
where the main office was opened. Cornelius 
Vanaerbilt, J. Frederick Tams, Charles M. Fry, 
Henry C. Pedder, and James A. Roosevelt were 
among the incorporators. They capitalized the 
enterprise at $250,000. It was to continue 50 
years. But expectations of what could be done 
were disappointed, and two years demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of the Trustees that it wasa 
futile effort. 

Mr. Gorringe was in the navy 21 years. Al- 
though a native of the West Indies he came to 
New-York in his youth and was appointed from 
this State to the navy in July, 162. He served 
through. the war in the Mississippi squadron, 
taking part in nearly all the important battles 
of that squadron. Beginning as master’s mste 
he was three times promoted for gallantry in 
battle. After the war he was assigned to the 
rpommand of the steamer Memphis, of the At- 
lantic squadron, which he retained for two 
years. In December, 1868, he was duly commis- 
sioned as Lieutenant-Commander, while on duty 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. From 1869 to 1871 
he commanded the Portsmouth in the South 
Atlantic squadron. He was stationed at the 
Hydrographic Office, Washington, from 1872 to 
1876, and was sent with the Gettysburg for 
special service in the Mediterranean from 1876 to 
1878. Then he obtained the furlough and went 
to Egypt for the obelisk. He had more than 12 
years of sea service and nearly 5 years of shore 
and other duty during bis connection with the 
navy. Mr. Gorringe was unmarried. 


CHIEF ENGINEER ZEIGLER. 
Chief Engineer J. Q. A. Zeigler, of the 
avy Department, died on Sunday. He was 
originally appointed as Acting First Assistant 
Engineer from Pennsylvania, and was ordered 
to the steamer Connecticut, lying at New-York, 
on Feb. 24, 1862. The steamer went South, and 
at Port Royal he was transferred to the Florida 
and assigned to blockade duty off Charleston 
until June. Six weeks later he received orders 
from Capt. J. R. Goldsborough to take command 
of the division of sailorsand firemen for duty 
ashore. At 5o’clock the following morning (July 
17) he landed on the island of St. Simon, and after 
AB march of 14 miles took possession of Hazard’s 
Plantation. His mission being fulfilled by the 
2ist of July, he returned to the ship with several 
prisoners, and was bighly complimented by Capt. 
Goldsborough for the manner in which his orders 
had been executed. His ship afterwared joined 
the North Atlantic squadron. Mr. Zeigler was 
promoted to the position of Acting Chief En- 
ineer on Feb. 4, 1863. The Florida cruised off 
ort Caswell and New-Inlet until November, 
during which time she destroyed three steamers 
and captured two others while attempting 
to run the blockade. In March, 1864, he was 
ordered as Chief Engineer of the monitor 
Monadnock to superiutend in the erection 
of machinery and a turret at the Boston 
Navy Yard. He was stationed off Wilmineton 
during Butler’s attack on Fort Fisher, and 
at the fall of the fort, on Jan. 18, 1865. The 
Monadnock held the position of “senior iron- 
clad at the front” before Richmond till after its 
fall. Zeigler was ordered with her a few days 
later to sail for Havana to capture the ram 
Stonewali. On entering the port the monitor 
created great excitement and interest, being the 
first that had ever entered a foreign port. The 
monitor was refitted at New-York for San Fran- 
cisco, and was one of the special squadron of 
Rear-Admiral John Rodgers. She was the first 
American ironclad monitor to make the trip 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean. On 
Nov. 5 the fleet sailed for St. Thomas, West 
Indies. The passage by way of the Straits of 
Magellan to San Francisco, 16,000 miles, was 
made in the remarkable time of-97 days ana 7 
hours, actual time under way. The monitor 
created a commotion in every port visited, and 
was Snapocted at Rio Janeiro by the Emperor 
Dom Pedro. On coming back East Mr. Zeigler 
‘was ordered to the steamer Monongahela, then 
at Boston, and which sailed on March 6, 1867, 
asa flagship in the North Atiantic squadron. 
He cruised about the West Indies, encountering 
the yellow fever and taking several cases 
aboard. He wasinthe great hurricane of Oc- 
tover, 1867, at St. Thomas and at the island of 
St. Croix, and during the earthquake in Novem- 
ber his vessel was washed ashore by a tidal wave 
into the town and landed on one of the public 
streets. In March of the following year, after 
she bad been raised with hydraulic power, an 
attempt was made to launch the vessel into the 
Sea sideways. But the sea roiled in heavily, the 
earth quaked again, and the ship broke her fast- 
‘enings, rolling into five feet of water with all 
er blocking under ber. Mr. Zeigler thereupon 
with some smail orpedoes blew the obstructions 
from under the ship. She was raised once more, 
and after two months of hard labor was again 
afioat. In 1868 Mr. Zeigler was transferred 
to the regular service and received the commis- 
sion of a Chief Engineer, United States Navy, for 
meritorious service. In November, 1873 he was 
ordered to Key West with mechanics and mate- 
reial to organize the machine shop and foundry 
being erected at that place for the repairing of 
men-of-war. He received a highly compliment- 
pry letter from the Navy Department for serv- 
ces rendered at Key West. He was ordered in 
une, 1874, to the flagship Tennessee as Chief 
ngineer and fleet engineer of the Asiatic 
station, where he served until Aucust, 1876, when 
he returned to the United States. In January, 
. he received a new commission from the 
President, with corrected date, as Chief Engineer, 
United States Navy, from Feb. 4, 1863. 


THE RIGHT REV. GEORGE MOBERLY. 


A dispatch from London yesterday an- 
wrounced the death of the Right Rev. George 
Moberly, D. C. L., Bishop of Salisbury. Bishop 
Moberly was the son of Edward Moberly, a mer- 
chant of St. Petersburg. He was born in 1803, 
and was educated at Winchester School and 


Balliol College, Oxford, where he was graduated 
a Bachelor of Arts in 1825, taking first honors in 
classics. He: became a Fellow and tutor in 
Balliol College and Public Examiner and Select 
Preacher. Ten years after his graduation he 
was made Head Master of Winchester School, 
and in 1869 he was nominated by the Crown to 
the Bishopric of Salisbury on the decease of Dr. 
Hamilton, having previously been Rector of 
Brixton, on the Isle of Wight. Bishop Moberly 
published several volumes of sermons. 


TEN HOURS A DAY’S WORK.

morning for 10 hours asa day’s work. The men 
paraded the streets about 600 strong, carrying 
banners with the words * Ten hours is a day’s 
work.”

MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE. 

Mr. Raymond is in his element in the 
character of General Josiah Limber, of Illinois, 
and the reasonably numerous audience at the 
Madison-Square Theatre last evening was 
kept, theretore, in a constant state of 
merriment.

Mr. Robert Goldbeck, regardless of the 
fact that, while there is no law against having 
concerts in the dog days, entertainments of the 
sort are about as untimely as pineapples in mid- 
winter, gave a recital of piano music at Chicker- 
ing Hall yesterday afternoon. Mr. Goldbeck is 
a practiced pianist of the old school of 
light players, and an executant who never seeks

ly he has little or none of the breadth and 
warmth that younger virtuosos reveal in 
their work. Just at present good technical 
executants abound; for a pianist to be 
more interesting and impressive than the rank 
and file of musicians he must possess more indi- 
viduality and force than are found in the aver- 
age artist. Mr. Goldbeck, bowéver, has experi- 
ence and taste, and some of his efforts 
yesterday called forth considerable ap- 
plause. He rendered Chopin’s E flat polo- 
naise particularly well, and his interpreta- 
tion of the last movement of Beethoven’s 
D minor sonata, Opus 31, No. 2, was excellently 
played. He relieved the monotony that must 
attach toa recital of piano music at any season 
of the year by introducing to the audience an 8 
or 9 year old lad from St. Louis—one Master 
Spearing, who, notwithstanding his tender age, 
possesses remarkable technical skill as a violinist

A WOULD-BE SUICIDE AT TWELVE. 
eR 
A GIRL, WHOSE MIND IS AFFECTED BY 
ILLNESS, JUMPS INTO THE HARLEM. 

About 8 o’clock last evening, as John 
Logan and Robert Parker, two young men, were 
walking along Lincoln-avenue they saw a 
young girl hurry to the end of the 
wharf at the foot of the avenue, and deliberately 
jump into the Harlem River. She made no 


outcry and seemed determined to drown her- 
self. The young men rushed to the riverand 
cried for help. Officer Toserner, of the 
Thirty-third Precinct, heard the noise made 
by the girl in splashing the water, 
but in the darkness he could hardly discern her 
form. He managed, however, by groping about 
to take hold of her dress, and in a few 
minutes he dragged her out of the river. 
The girl was taken to the Thirty-third 
Precinct. She said her name was Jessie 
Stillman, 12 years of age, and that she lived at 
No. 721 East One Hundred and Sixty-seventh- 
street. Her mother, she told Sergt. Wallace, was 
dead, and her father was in the habit of beating 
her, and for that reasog she attempted to end 
her existence. 

A short while after the girl was taken to the 
police station a woman in tears rushed in and 
asked for her daughter. She said that she was 
the mother of Jessie Stillman. The girl 
recognized her mother and wept bitterly 
when she caught sicht of her. In: expla- 
nation of the girl’s conduct Mrs. Stiil- 
man said that she was subject to fits, and that 
they affected her head. Mr. Stillman, who is a 
printer, doing business at No. 1.482 Washineton- 
avenue, said the story told by his daughter was 
untrue, and that he never used any violence to- 
ward her. This story was corroborated by the 
persons living in the neighborhood where the 
girl belongs. Jessie was confined in the police 
station all night. She will be taken to the Mor- 
risania Police Court to-day. Her mother re- 
mained in the station house all night to keep 
her daughter company.

CATSKILL MOUNTAIN JOYS

SUMMER .GUESTS AROUND THE 
OLD INDIAN SPRING. 
VISITORS AT THE HOTELS ON THE WESTERN 
SLOPES LISTENING TO TRADITIONS AND 
GOING IN SUNSET AND DAISY PARTIES. 


Grand HotTer, CATSKILL MOUNTAINS, 
July 5.—If one has kidneys and they are worth 
preserving to a green old age, and if he can 
overcome conscientious scruples about the use 
of water, he can pass a very agreeable existence 
on the Western Catskill chain in the Summer. 
They have a spring hereabouts called the Dia- 
mond, 1 believe, whose diuretic properties, act- 
ing 1n conjunction with the invigorating at- 
mospheric conditions of the region, it is said, 
will tone up any system so that its nerves and 
muscles will have the tensile strength of fiddle 
strings. The Shamokin Indians are said to have 
used it for medicinal purposes and to insure 
longevity. 

When the Dutch settlers to the eastward saw 
the smiling Shandaken Valley and its fertile 
slopes, they coveted them, and they proffered 
the red man the juice of the corn, and invited 
him to numerous symposia, in which Wagnerian 
music was used to soothe the savage breast. The 
simple children of the forest gradually forsook 
their national beverage, their hand lost its stead- 
iness, their kidney its grip, and one after an- 


other they were laid away in their undergar- 
ments in the mounds dedicated to the dead. This 
was the origin of mixed drinks in the Catskills, 
for the head chief, discovering after some 
little time that his men and his maidens 
were going to the bow-wows, promulgated 
the order that the fire water of the whites should 
no longer be taken straight, but should be 
mixed with an equal quantity of water from the 
medicine spring. This temporarily checked the 
mortality among the tribe, much to the mortifi- 
cation of the Hollanders, who wanted the land 
of their dusky neighbors. But when the old 
man died the natives became careless, the en- 
forcement of this species of excise law was re- 
laxed, just as it is to-day in the down-town pre- 
cincts of New-York, and the proportion soon 
grew to four fingers of the one liquid to one of 
the other. As everybody knows who has tested 
the Catskill whisky of former years, an iron 
man, let alone an Indian, would soon waste away 
under the corroding influence of such a combi- 
nation. 

To make a long story short, not even the ghost 
of a red man now stalks the Shandaken and the 
Big Indian valleys. The thrifty descendants of 
the whites own the fertile farms which cover the 
land as far as the eye can reach. The old medi- 
cine spring has been reopened and christened 
the Diamond because its waters are so clear and 
sparkling. Primeval simplicity has been re- 
stored, for everybody drinks of them morning, 
noon, and night. An analysis shows that they con- 
tain only 14% grains of solid matter to the gallon, 
which isn’t a very heavy weight for the weakest 
stomach on the very warmest of days. It is so 
trifling, in fact, that the chemist has no hesita- 
tion in calling the water absolutely pure. Some- 
thing like 90,000 gallons daily flow from this 
spring, and as it supplies the hotel perhaps it is 
not to be wondered at that this spot is such a 
oe retreat for New-Yorkers and Philadel- 
phians. 

There is another feature of Summit Mountain 
which adds to its attractiveness. They never 
have any fogs up here or clouds which hover 
over the mountain rambles and mildew the gar- 
ments of young lovers and madden mammas 
who have to foot the wash bills. Belle Airisa 
barrier against all this. It rears its rocky head 
on the otherside of the valley and breaks into 
fragments the clouds which roll up from the 
west and south. The breezes of the Shandaken 
and the Big Indian catch up the remnants and 
blow them faraway. Iam assured that there is 
& perpetual draught through these two val- 
leys which removes all dampness and 
keeps the atmosphere to the top notch of 
perfection in the matter of dryness. This view 
is supported by several eminent medical and 
clerical gentlemen, who have certified to the 
physical and spiritual benefits accruing from a 
season’s sojourn here. As they are all persons 
of standing in their own localities, their state- 
ments are rewarded as veracious. Their views 
are sufficiently orthodox to bé embodied in a 
little pamphlet, which is handsomely illuminated 
and can be had for the asking of Capt. Gillett or 
of any of the agents of the railroads. lt tells an 
interesting story of the entertainment aftorded 
those who come up to Summit Mountain when 
the sun begins to burn the bricks and bake the 
clay of the unfortunates of the great cities to 
the south. 

There is no limit to the number of miles of 
drives in this vicinity. The rambles, bowever, 
possess the greatest attractions. The June bug 
has perished from the face of the earth, the mos- 
quito is so rare that the taxidermist down in the 
viilage bas set up the few specimens that were 
attracted by the published. announcements of 
the hotel opening and were found stark dead 
the morning after. There is nothing in the in- 
sect world to molest or make afraid the youth 
who go out in squads and call themselves sunset 
parties, or daisy parties, as the case may be. The 
sunset parties climb up the mountain to Pros- 
pect Ledge and watch the blob of fire drop like 
a plumnet behind the distant foot hills, and then 
they divide into couples and wait for the moon 
to come up. andif by thistime a procession of 
anxious papas isn’t heard scrambling and swear- 
ing up the heights they spoona bit and trade 
off locks of hair and make contracts which are 
never signed, but only sealed with a delicious 
movement of the lips. The daisy parties are 
another affair. The same squad troops off toa 
cleared spot which is covered with daisies and 
begin a hnnt for the biggest that can be found. 
Some of them are miniature sunflowers and will 
serve as a whole bouquet for bosoms of any 
breadth. Some sort of a reward is given to the 
luckiest hunter, sundry ceremonies are: per- 
formed kindred to those of copenhagen and 
catch, and after a lunch back they stroll 
to the hotel again. Such at least are the 
off-hand descriptions given me of daisy and 
sunset parties. They are intellectual and agree- 
able diversions no doubt. There is another 
ramble to whatis known asthe Emory Brook, 
whose beginning is indicated by those true ad- 
juncts of a refined civilization, a lamp post and a 
telegraph pole, and whose course is marked by 
blazed trees its whole length. It runs somewhere 
near the ruins of an old hut which was once ir- 
habited by a charcoal burner, a devout believer 
in the Malthusian theory. who died leaving a 
widow and 17 children. The family emierated 
afterward and populated three entire counties 
in a Northwestern State. 

The Grand Hotel is a loadstone from June 
until October.

A OARD FROM MR. HEWITT.

A paragraph printed in yesterday’s

I had the right to publish a parody, and 
so long as I did not use the original title I 
had the right to use a verse for which I had not 
been paid. On June 6, when the song was on 
the point of publication, I was enjoined by Mr. 
Dixey from ager J & song called * Quite 
English.”” This was a song ot which I had never 
heard, and with which I had nothing to do. 
Pending a decision in these absurd and 
absolutely upwarrantable proceedings on Mr. 
Dixey’s part my counsel advised me temporarily 
to suspend operations respecting ** It’s Cockney, 
by Jove,” so that matters might not be need- 
jessiy complicated. ThisI did. ‘It’s Cockney, 
by Jove,” has not been published, and nocopy of 
it has been soid, and it will not be given to the 
public’ until the interesting little fight into 
which Mr. Dixey has stupidly drawn me has 
been concluded. The case will come up for trial 
in September. It does not seem to under- 
stood that the injunction proceedings already 
had are merely preliminary. One point more. I 
have recently decided not to publish the. cab 
verse in the way already mentioned, but have be- 
gun suit for payment —— Mr. Dixey, and this 
suit will shortly be tried. Mr. Dixey seems to be 
afraid Isbail beat him on the legal niceties in 
the case.

| LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A fire at Stoughton, Wis., Sunday, 
burned 10 out of 13 large tobacco warehouse 
the St. Paul Railroad station, and about 
freight cars loaded with wheat and merchandise, 
ore ee logs estimated all the way from $500,- 
000 to $1,000,000. The fire originated in an old 
hay press, now used as box factory. The tobacco 
warehouses were all owned by New-York and 
Philadelphia tobacco houses, Oppenheimer & 
Co., Rosenwald & Oo., Cohen & Co., and 
John%Mack, of Chicago, being among’ the 
losers. The fire probably caused the heaviest 
destruction of tobacco that hasever occur 
in the United States at one time. It1is estimated 
that fully one-third of the entire Wisconsin to- 
bacco crop of last year was consumed. There 
was about 9,000 cases stored in the warehouses 
ready for shipment. The cases were worth about 
$50 apiece, thus making the: loss on tobacco 
about $450,000. The warehouses. were worth 
about $2,500 eaeh, making an additioual loss of 
$25,000. The station was a large frame structure 
which had been recently repaired, so that it was 
almost entirely new. A large amountof freight 
stored in the station was saved. The freight 
cars which were burned were standing on the 
side track,and in the excitement of the fire it 
was ~~ to remove them toa safe loca- 





tion. othing can be learned of the ori- 
gin of the fire. The general opinion, how- 
ever, is that it was started by some 


a 
Fourth of July patriot who was careless 
in the use of fireworks. This makes the sec- 
ond disastrous conflagration which has visited 
Stoughton within a year or two past. Not long 
ago T. F. Mandt’s carriage works, one of the 
largest inatitutions of the kind in the State, 
were totally consumed, with a large loss. The 
loss trom yesterday’s tire is partially covered by 
insurance, though the exact amount could not 
be learned. The loss of seven companies pepte- 
sented by A. H. Main, of this city, is $58,500. The 
individual losses fall mostly on Eastern buyers, 
though some of the Stoughton buyers lost from 
$25,000 to $75,000, and will be ruined by it. The 
disaster will throw about 500 people out of em- 
ployment. 


J. K. Williams’s barn and outbuildings, 
between Middletown and Odessa, Del., were 
destroyed by fire Saturday night; loss, $12,000; 
81x horses and 60 tons of hay were consumed. 
The cannery of Col. A. 8. Small, at Lincoln, Del., 
and the hotel building adjoining, were also de- 
stroyed by fire on Saturday night. All of last 
year’s work of canned goods was burned; loss 
about $25,000. 


James Van Etta’s large stock farm at 
Fulton, Rock County, Wis., was destroyed by 
fire yesterday morning, together with the con- 
tents, including nine blooded horses. Two men 
were badly burned, oneit isthought fatally. 
The loss is $20,000; insurance, $4,500. The fire 
was caused by lightning. 


A fire Sunday, which raged at Carson, 
Nev., for several hours, owing to the lack of 
water, destroyed the greater portion of the low- 
er part of the city. The loss is estimated at 
$50,000; insurance, $12,000. 

A fire broke out early yesterday morn- 
ing in Julius Bien & Co,’s lithographic establish- 
ment, No. 66 Thomas-street, and did $5,000 dam- 
age to stock. The building was damaged $2,000. 

J. W. Crowell’s house and barn in Read- 
ing, Mass., were burned yesterday by an in- 
cendiary fire. Loss, $5,000; insurance, $2,500. 

The residence of Giles Briggs, near the 
village of Greene, R.I., was entirely destroyed 
by fire Sunday night. No insurance.

}\TROUBLE CAUSED BY A» MAR- 
RIAGE FOR FUN. 
yanss HASTINGS’S UNLUCKY VISIT TO VIR- 
GINIA—THE WEDDING CEREMONY THERE 
HELD TO BB INVALID. 


A horrible anxiety respecting her name 
thas since 1883 filled the mind of a young woman 
‘who in her maidenhood was known definitely as 
Fiora A. Hastings. She desired to be known as 
Mrs. Flora A. Keyes, the wife of Winfield Scott 
Keyes, of Sari Francisco, but he rejected her 
and insisted that she was the wife of J. 0. B. 
Kelly. Mr. Kelly completed her discomfiture by 
insisting that he was her husband, and had been 
such without her knowledge from 1876. 
Laying the names of both Keyes and Kelly aside 
or the nonce, she brought, in her maiden name, 
a suit in this city to have her status decided by 
the Supreme Court. She made J. O. B. Kelly 
the defendant in this action, and asked the court 
to declare null and void the marriage relation, 
which, according to Kelly, existed between 
them. Kelly was served with the papers in the 
action, but he failed to appear at ite trial before 
Referee Abram Kling. One of his sisters, con- 
Versant with the circumstances surrounding the 
alleged marriage, gave testimony in disproof of 
his theory. 

lt was shown by the evidence before the 
‘Referee that Flora A. Hastings, daughter of a 


wealthy Catholic family of San Francisco, was 
@ student in the Notre Dame Academy, Bal- 
timore, from 1872 until 1876. She there became 
acquainted with Bonnie ay whose parents 
lived at Sweet Chalybeate Springs, Va. Her 
mother took her tothe Springsto spend the vaca- 
tion period of 1872. Sbe met Bonnie Kelly there, 
and became acquainted with her family, which 
included the estimable J. O. B. Kelly. She was 
then 18 years of age. So pleased was Flora 
with the Springs that she spent several Sum- 
mers there, and from May to October, 1876, she 
lived in the Kelly household. She left there 
pn the evening of Oct. 9. 1876, being driven to 
the railroad at Alleghany Station, With her 
were Bonnie Kelly, ber younger sister, her 
brother, and the Rev. William Walsh, who had 
also been a guest of the Keliy family. 

Throughout the ride of 10 miles young Kelly 
‘was ina jocose mood. Among other things he 
puswested that a marriage at the station would 

every romantic. Arriving at the station the 
young folks alighted and crossed the platform. 

he train was notin sightand waiting got mo- 
panos, A happy thought struck young 
elly. 

* Let us get married for fun,” he said gleeful- 
ly, catching up the right bandof pretty Flora 
Hastings. “It will be lots of fun.” 

Leading the girl over to where Father Walsh 
stood, he asked him to marry them. 

* Ji do you want to marry Flora?’ said 
Father Walsb. ‘ 

Young Kelly laughed heartily ‘as he said 
ae Yes r 

“ Flora,do you want to marry Jim?” con- 
tinued the priest. 

* I don’t object,” was the modest reply of the 
blushing maid of 17. 

“All right. yes,” were the vague remarks 
with which the marriage ceremony was closed 
by the priest. 

**Is ita real marriage?” asked Miss Hastings. 

* Nonsense,” responded Father Walsh. 

The arrival of thetrain put a period tothe 

onversation. Flora and the two Kelly girls 

oarded the train. Young Kelly took leave of 
them asif heintended to go back to Sweet 
Chalybeate Springs, but the following morning 
the girismet him at breakfast in a hotel at 
Staunton, Va. He had traveled on the sametrain 
‘With them without their knowledge. He re- 
mained with them at Staunton nearly all day, but 
made no reference to the * marriage for fun.” 
Flora went back to the Baltimore school, and 
when her education was completed, returned to 
her home in San Francisco. There she met Win- 
'field Scott Keyes, and on April 25, 1878, was mar- 
;ried to him in the Roman Catholic Cathedral by 
Archbisnop Allemany. In 1882 she became a 
mother. In July, 1883, Keyes began an action in 
the Superior Court of San Francisco for the an- 
nulment of his marriage with her on the ground 
that she was the real wife of J. O. B. Kelly. He 
also asked that their child—a giri—be legiti- 
mized and given into his custody. 

Prior to this event Mrs. Keyes had been start- 

ed by rumors that J. O. B. Kelly considered her 

is wife. As she had not seen him since they 
‘parted at Stanton, and had heard nothing from 
whim, she journeyed to Sweet Chalybeate Springs 
‘to hear from his own lips his opinion respecting 
'the validity of *‘the marriage for fun” at Alle- 
wpe Station. To her horror she learned that 

e considered her his wife. But he said he would 
pwrite to Father Walsh to ascertain his opinion. 
We wrote, but got no answer, and continued to 
rlaim the distressed lady as his lawful wife. 
Leaving Kelly, she took up her residence in this 
vity. But Kelly followed her to New-York, and 
jhere she served him with the papers in her suit. 

. After a careful review of the evidence before 
him, Referee Kling decided that the marriage 
for fun was no marriage at all, because gone 
through in violation of the statute of Virginia 
‘which provides that a license is necessary and 
that the consent of the parents or guardians 
ust be procured in the case of minors such as 
flora and young Kelly were. It was also nota 
arriage under the common law, because they 
ad not lived as man and wife. Beyond this, 
although there was a clergyman present, it 
Jacked ceremonial character, and all the cir- 
‘cumstances indicated that Flora, young Kelly, 
jand Father Walsh all regarded it as un- 
lmarked by serious intention. Cumulative 
‘evidence of this fact, the Referee thought, was 
‘provided by Kelly himself through his failure 
tor years to provide for the support of Flora or 
‘to in any way undertake to assert the rights of 
ahusband. The court had the power, and the 
Referee considered it should exercise it, to annul 
an alleged marriage which must be deemed a 
fraud on the plaintiff and a cloud on the repu- 
tation of herself and her chiid. 

Judge Andrews, to whom the report of the 
Referee was presented, has confirmed it, and 
the plaintiff's name is once more Flora A. Keyes, 
wife of Winfield Scott Keyes, and well equipped 
aed the defense of her titic to that name and 
place. 


STAGE HORSES AT AUCTION. 





\LIVELY BIDDING FOR SOME OF THEM :AND. 


FAIR PRICES FOR ALL 
, After standing in the stables for two 
fweeks and being liberally fed, so that they might 
‘be presented at their best, the 725 Broadway 
tage horses which had been rejected for use on 
the new car line were yesterday offered at auc- 
tion by Van Tassell & Kearney. The gale was at 
the stables of the old Madison-avenue line, in 
East Forty-tirst-street, ana at 10 o’clock about 
300 men, principally Long Island farmers, with 


sprinkling of horse dealers and expressmen, 
ad gathered there. The veteran auctioneer 
atrick Daly mounted the stand, and the first 
of the stage horses was iedout. It was a dark 
iron-gray mare, and as she made her appearance 
she was pulled by the haiter by a boy, and, 
‘under the inspiring influence of a whip, made to 
_ up and down the stable twice between the 
worowsofmen. The bidding for her was quite 
hhmp, starting at $50, and running up to $125, 
nt which price she was knocked down to Hen- 
amin Albertson, a farmer of Queens, Long 
sland. The crowd steadily increased until in 
the afternoon fully 300 persons were in attend- 
nonce. The tops of the empty stages were packed 
with men and boys, and a number of the old 
Stage drivers crowded about the doors and eyed 
Mr. Jacob Sharp, who stood looking on, with any- 
thing but friendly glances as they saw the horses 
wvbich they had handled sold at the rate of about 
one every two minutes. If Mr. Sharp noticed 
these glances at ail they did not disturb his 
equanimity, and he continued at the sale during 
‘the greater part of the afternoon, 
} Seven hours were consumed in disposing of 
horses, some of them really good steeds 
|nd fairly worth more than they brought, and 
‘others venerable Rozinantes which Don Quixote 
himself would have blushed to own. One of 
this latter class who looked as if she might have 
\been present at the battle of Bunker Hill was 
‘disposed of for $2 50, and two more of the same 
cbaracter were sold for $7 50each. The prices 
on the whole, however, were fair, ranging from 
to $165,which was the highest figure reached. 
he 225 horses brought a little over $16,000, or an 
average of about $7leach. To-day 250 more will 
be sold and the same number to-morrow, after 
‘which the stages wil! be put up at auction.

YOUNG HENRY G LICHTENHEIN OUT TO 
PIECES BY A FLYING TRAIN. 


A merry party of young people went 
from this city last Friday evening to spend the 
Fourth and Sunday on Gardiner’s Island, in the 
Sound, near Hawthorne Beach. There were 
seven young men in the party, and three of 
them hadtaken their sisters with them. They 
visited Mrs. P. F. Gardiner, who has a Summer 
place on the island, where the same young peo- 
ple have often spent the Sabbath and holidays 
on previous occasions. Every one had a jolly 
time. They had fireworks, boating. and fishing 


on Saturday, and they danced all Saturday 
night. Sunday was spentin quieter amusement, 
the young people rowing over to Greenwich and 
stroliing on the beach. They came back and 
had supper on the island at 5 o’clock, and then 
started to take the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad for this city at Port Chester. 

They had ordered a stage to meet them on the 
beach at Port Chester and take them to the train, 
but for some reason it was delayed. They in- 
tended to take the 7 o’clock train, and as the 
young ladies could not walk to the station the 
young men managed to procure a carriage for 
them, and decidea to walk themselves. The 
ladies were Miss Emmia Latus, Miss Nellie Lean- 
der, and Miss Mamie McDonald. Before the car- 
riage came four of the young men started for 
the station, and Jacob Latus and Henry G. Lich- 
tenhein, clerks with Moritz Pach, a cloak im- 
porter on Broadway, and James A. Atkinson, 
formerly a Post Office employe, waited to put 
the girls into the carriage, and then walked on 
after them. As they went along the country 
road Lichtenhein gathered a handful of field 
daisies, which he told his companions he was go- 
ing to take home to his sisters. 

The young men fancied they were a little late 
for the train, and as they came down Adee- 
street, in Port Chester, they heard a train ap- 
proaching. It wasthe Boston Express, 15 cars 
long, drawn by two engines. The express was 
eight minutes late, and was running at a terrific 
speed to make up the lost time. The three men 
thought it was the train they were to take, and 
as the station was on the opposite side of the 
track they hurried to cross over before it came 
up. They saw the young ladies and their 
companions waving their hands to them 
from the platform, and then the guard- 
bars came down across the street. At 
that moment the engine came in sight 
100 feet away, and Latus ran to the end of the 
sidewalk and sprang across the track. Lichten- 
hein followed him,and aiso sprang over the 
track, but had not cleared the outer rail when 
the locomotive was upon him. In another sec- 
ond the horrified party on the platform saw him 
thrown upon the track, and then the cowcatcher 
of the first engine hurled him 10 feet into the 
air, and he fell across the rails 20 feet away. Be- 
fore he could rise the engine had reached him 
again, and the entire train thundered over his 
body. His skull was fractured, one leg was cut 
off, and his body was frightfully crushed. 

Miss Latus, who thought it was her brother, 
shrieked and fainted, aud the other girls were 
almost as much overcome. Latus ran down the 
track with Atkinson, who had not attempted to 
cross, but their companion was lifeless, with the 
fiowers he had gathered for his sisters clinched 
in hishand. The train stopped and backed up. 
The engineer said he was running only 35 miles 
an hour, but ali the young men said he was go- 
ing much faster. Latus said the train was fully 
50 feet. away when hesprang across the track, and 
that before he could turn around it had passed 
him. The body was carried back to the platform, 
and Latus and Atkinson remained with it at 
Port Chester, the others coming into the city. 

Coroner Elisha Purdy impaneled a jury and an 
inquest was held yesterday morning, the jury 
deciding that Lichtenhein’s death was due to 
his own carelessness. His companions say the 
flagman at the station did not attempt to pre- 
vent his crossing. The body was brought to the 
home of his parents, No. 18 East Sixty-seventh- 
street, in the afternoon. Young Lichtenhein 
was theson of George H. Lichtenhein, whoisa 
partner with Moritz Pach in the importing busi- 
ness. He was 23 yearsof ageanda man of ex- 
emplary habits. He was well educated and 
spoke three languages. The funeral will prob- 
ably take place to-morrow. 





BROKERS WANT ECONOMY. 


CLAMOR FOR A REDUCTION OF THE EX- 
PENSES OF THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 

A spirit of economy has taken hold of 
some of the controlling members of the Produce 
Exchange. The protracted period of business 
lethargy has caused an uncommonly jealous 
scrutiny of the long salary list of the Exchange. 
That salary list requires an annual expenditure 
of about $58,000. The recently elected Board of 


Managers has received many intimations, anon- 
ymous and otherwise, that a judicious prun- 
ing of the salary list will be acceptable to the 
rank and file of the Exchange. 

The first head to fall is that of S. M. Ayers, 
the custodian of the building, who receives 
$2,000 a year. He has been informed that his 
services will not be required after Sept.1. Mr. 
Ayers was Secretary of the Building Committee 
when the construction of the new building was 
in progress. Heisan admiring friend of Alex- 
ander E. Orr, and is said to have worked hard tor 
the election of Mr. Orr as President of the Ex- 
change a few weeks ago. Some of Mr. Orr's 
friends expressed the belief yesterday that Mr. 
Ayer's dismissal was mainly in consequence of 
his activity during the recent elections. 

William Ware, Chairman of the Fioor Com- 
mittee, said that the members of the Exchange 
generally seemed to be in favor of retrenchment 
in the expenses. The duties performed by Mr. 
Ayers, he said, were not very onerous, and they 
might just as well be performed by the Superin- 
tendent and his assistants. Mr. Ware was asked 
whether other changes were contemplated, and 
he said that he did not care to discuss any 
changes in the working force until after they 
had been made. From other sources it was as- 
certained that many of the influential members 
of the Exchange were grumbling because of the 
heavy expenses, and some of them claimed that 
there were a dozen sinecures which ought to be 
lopped off. 

Tbe grain and the flour inspection depart- 
ments are special objects of attack. Each of 
those departments hasa large corps of clerks, 
and last year $3,000 or $4,000 was lost in small 
sums, it is claimed, by loose handling of money. 
Conservative members desire that those sep- 
arate departments be abolished, and all of the 
work should be attended to in the general of- 
fice. They think there ought to be but one 
cashier to handle the money. A proposition to 
do away with one of the paid officers on the floor 
of the Exchange is under discussion. The Floor 
Superintendent receives a salary of $1,200 a year 
and the detective gets $800. The practicability 
of combining the two positions with one salary 
has been suggested. 
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A POLICEMAN ELOPES. 
Policeman John Anderson, of the Fourth 
Precinct, Jersey City, is the father of five 
children, whose mother lives with them in 
Greenville. He formed the acquaintance in 
Lafayette of the wife of Truckman Morris, em- 
ployed by the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 


ern Railroad Company, and his attentions to her 
became so marked that the Police Board trans- 
ferred him to another precinct. He persuaded 
the board to return him to his old beat, how- 
ever, and the old intimacy was renewed. 
Last week Anderson busied himself in_ bor- 
rowing money from his friends on the force, 
and he thus accumulated probably $100. Then 
he went to a tailor, fitted himself with a new 
suit of clothes, gave the tailor an order on his 
salary due next month, and asked Police Captain 
McKuig for a day off. When that had been 
granted he went to his home, gathered up every- 
thing in it of any value, and went away. He 
failed to return, and on Sunday morning Mrs. 
Anderson went to Morris’s house to ask if Mrs. 
Morris knew anything of his whereabouts. 
There she learned that Mrs. Morris had disap- 
peenes at the same time that Anderson had. 
firs. Morris is the mother of 12 children, 5 of 
whom are living, and is over 40 vears of age. 





OIL PASSES THE DOLLAR MARK. 
The oil market was exceedingly lively 
yesterday, and the * bull ring” in the Consoli- 
dated Oil Exchange was a miniature bedlam. 
The “bulls” had things their own way for a 


while, and boomed the price of oil certificates to 
their hearts’ content. When the market opened 
the price of oil was 98 centsa barrel. It was 
forced up point by point until the figures in the 
automatic indicator in New-street registered 
$1 03. This is the first time that oil has passed 
the dollar mark ina very long while. The ex- 
citement in the Exchange at this point was in- 
tense. Soon the price began to weaken, and it 
dropped steadily until it touched 98% at the 
close, A. H. Muir and R. L. Rowe, oil brokers, 
were caught “short” of the market and were 
obliged to suspend. Seventy thousand barrels 
were bought in under the rule for Mr. Muir’s 
account, and 17,070 barrels were bought in for 
the accountof Mr. Rowe. There was some other 
transactions, under the rule, to settle disputes 
between different brokers concerning purchases 
and sales. The total transactions for the day 
aggregated nearly 20,000,000 barrels. 





CARS FOR THE BROADWAY LINE. 
The new cars for the Broadway Railroad, 
which are being built by the Pullman Palace 
Car Company and the Stephenson Company, are 


to be ready, according to contract, within three 
weeks. Seventy-five of them will be placed on 
the road as fast as they are received, Mr. Newell, 
Superintendent of the line, says that they will 
be the most elegant street cars ever built, and 
will have every appurtenance to secure the com- 
fort and convenience of passengers. No adver- 
tisements are to be allowed to disfigure them. 





MR. AGNEW WILL NOT SERVE. 
John T. Agnew, one of the Brooklyn 
Bridge Trustees, who is now in Washineton, and 
who was recently reappointed,- yesterday tele- 
graphed to J. 8. T. Stranaban that “as you will 
not be a member of the new Board of Trustees, 
I will decline a reappointment.” If Mr. Aecnew 
will not serve a successor will, of course, be ap- 
inted, but it is said that no friend of Mr. 
tranahan will accept the place. I« is probable 
that the next meeting of the Trustees will be 
| held this week. 
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MR. ELKINS AT LIBERTY TO DIS: 
POSE OF IT AS HE WILL.. 
JUDGE LAWRENCE REFUSES AN INJUNC- 
TION ASKED FOR BY THE LAND GRANT 

COMPANY OF NEW-MEXICO, 


In the suit of the Land Grant Com- 
pany of New-Mexico, Limited, an English 
corporation, against Stephen B. Elkins, Samuel 
8. Smoot, Thomas B. Catron, Eliud N. Darling, 
Bronson Murray, as Executor of T. Rush Spen- 
cer, deceased, and Paul Butler, son of Gen. Ben- 
jamin F. Butler, Judge Lawrence, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, has rerused to grant an in- 
junction in favor of the plaintiff. The 
defendant, Elkins, Catron, Smoot, Darling, 
and Spencer entered into an agreement 
in 1870 to purchase the Mora land grant of 827,- 
000 acres in New-Mexico, each to have an equal 
interest in it. The Mexican grant was confirmed 
by Congress in 1860, and a patent for the land 
was issued in 1867. Elkins, Catron, and Spencer 
were to perform whatever services were neces- 
sary to the procurement of title from the hold- 
ers of the land, and Messrs. Darling and Smoot 
were to furnish the necessary money, not to ex- 
ceed the sum of $5,000. The agreement was car- 
ried out, and Stephen B. Elkins now holds title 
to the greater part of the grant for the benefit 
of himself and his associates. 

The Land Compahy of New-Mexico. Limited, 
claims that it is the successor to the interest 
originally acquired by Smoot through the agree- 
ment of 1870. It traces its title to and through 
a person named William Blackmore, who, it 
says. bought Smoot’s interest for $11,000. Its 
suit isto compel Elkins, as the holder of the 
title to the land, to convey that interest to 1t 
and to account to it and to the parties to the 
agreement of 1870, excepting Smoot, for the 
value of whatever rights respecting the use of 
the land, the timber on it, and the minerals 
within it have been accorded by him to the 
Atchison and Topeka Railroad Company and 
others, or allowed by him to be taken by them. 
The vaiue of the interest which it claims the 
company estimates at $200,000, and the value of 
the Mora grant land is said to be continually in- 
creasing, Yet, the company asserts, Elkins has 
threatened to sell the land for 75 cents an acre, 
which would be disastrous to its interests. The 
company further asserts that Elkins promised 
by letter to convey Smoot’s one-fifth interest to 
Blackmore whenever requested to do so, but 
that he bas since refused utterly to make such 
a@ conveyance. 

The injunction asked for was to prevent Elkins 
from disposing of any of the land, and particu- 
larly from conveying away his own interest in 
it, to the end that the court might compel him 
to give up that interest to the Land Company in 
case the latter should prove the rights it as- 
serts, as a puni-hment for having given a deed 
of Smoot’s interest to Smoot after being in- 
formed that he had lost all his rights through a 
sale to Blackmore. 

In response to the land company, Elkins says 
that Blackmore never acquired more than a con- 
ditional right in Smoot’s interest, the muturing 
of his title having depended on his carrying out 
a proposal for the purchase of the entire Mora 
grant, excepting half of Elkins’s interest in it. 
He says that after Blackmore had failed to carry 
out his proposal. and before the time when he is 
said to have paid Smoot $6,000 to extinguish the 
jatter’s mghts, Smoot got from him (#ikins) a 
deed for his share, of which he hassince disposed. 
Mr. Elkins also says that Blackmore was offered 
back the $11,000 he paid to Smoot, and that under 
all the circumstances the Land Company of 
New- Mexico, Limited, has no rights it can en- 
force as against him. 

In denying the motion for an injunction 
Judge Lawrence says that, as Elkins is the only 
defencant who has submitted himself to the 
jurisdiction of the court, he does not see how a 
decree can be made in the present action which 
shall be conclusive as to them, and that, as 
Messrs. Smoot, Darling, and Butler all claim 
Smoot’s origina) interest in the land, he does not 
think it would be equitable under the circum- 
stances for the Supreme Court to direct Elkins 
to convey that interest to the plaintiff, the 
fourth claimant. He also says that there is no 
evidence that Elkins is acting in collusion with 
any person to the disadvantage of the Land 
Company of New-Mexico. 





TRACED BY HIS PHOTOGRAPH.

THE ARREST OF FORGER ROBINSON IN THE 
CITY OF MEXICO, 

The tracing of James Robinson, the St. 
John (New-Brunswick) forger, from St. John to 
the city of Mexico and his capture there on last 
Saturday, as related in THE Timus of Sunday, is 
an interesting story of detective operations and 
reflects credit upon Pinkerton’s agency. Rob- 
inson, who was a native of Montreal, had been a 
shoe manufacturer in St. John for several years, 
carrying on what appeared to be an extensive 
business, and bolding a large account with the 
Bank of Montreal and other banks in St. John. 
Through these banks he borrowed large 
amounts of money On notes purporting to be 
drawn on various customers, which would 
always be taken up by him before falling due. 

On May 6 Robinson suddenly disappeared, and 
then his notes began to be returned protested. 
It was found upon investigation that he had 
issued these forged notes to an amount aggre- 

ating nearly $50,000, the greater part of which 
oss fell upon the Bank of Montreal. Robinson 
left not the slightest clue to his whereabouts, 
and when the police of St. John had given him 
up Pinkerton’s Detective Agency was em- 
ployed upon the case. Competent detectives 
were sent from this city to St. John to trace 
him from that place, and circulars bearing his 
photograph and description and offering $1,000 
reward for his apprehension were sent to the 
branches of the agency and the police authori- 
ties throughout this country and Europe. The 
detectives discovered that Robinson did not 
leave St. John until one week after his disap- 
pearance, when he took passage upon a jumber 
schooner plying between St. John and this city. 
He was landed on the shore of Long Island 
Sound somewhere between Vineyard Haven and 
City Island. He was traced to this city and 
then to New-Orleans, where the detectives found 
that he had purchased a ticket for Mexico. 

The correspondents of the agency, covering 
all the routes to that country, were at once com- 
municated with, and the circulars containing his 
photograph and description were distributed 
throughout that region. One of these circulars 
happened to fall into the hands of a theatrical 
manager, who very soon afterward had oc- 
casion to makea business trip from El Paso, 
Texas, to the city of Mexico. Ona train of the 
Mexican Central Railroad he saw a man who re- 
sembled the photograph and who answered the 
description perfectly, and the theatrical manager 
was sure that be was Robinson after he had seen 
the scar under his right jaw mentioned in the 
circular. The manager sat down beside Robin- 
sonand drew him into conversation, and the 
forger was foolish enough to say that he had 
come from Montreal and knew a great many 
people in Canada. The theatrical man told 
Conductor Wooster, who was in ge 
of the train, of his suspicions, and the 
conductor taiked to his peseonere and learned 
that he was going to the Pacitic coast from Mex- 
ico. The theatrical manager sat in a seat behind 
Robinson while the conductor was talking to the 
forger, and during their conversation a news- 
boy got on tothe train with an illustrated po- 
lice newspaper which contained a front page 
illustration of Robinson, with the information 
that he was supposed to be on his way to Mex- 
ico. If Robinson should see the paper, the 
theatrical manager thought, it would at once 
put him on his guard, and therefore he pur- 
chased the boy's entire supply and threw them 
out of the window. 

When the train reached its destination the the- 
atrical manager at once telegraphed to Robert 
Pinkerton, and a watch was placed over Robin- 
son until a detective arrived with the warrant 
for his arrest. Robinson was always highly re- 
spected in St. John. He was a man of domestic 
tastes, and was not known to have had expen- 
sive habits. It is believed that he lost his money 
by speculation. Mr. Pinkerton says that the 
Mexican Government has agreed to surrender 
the forger to the British authorities. 





THE EMPLOYER HELD RESPONSIBLE. 
The Coroner’s inquest in the case of Will- 
jam H. Howe, the painter who died from injuries 
received by the fall of ascaffold at No. 80 Madi- 
son-street, brought in a verdict yesterday that 


the firm employing Howe “did not exercise 
proper precautions in ascertaining the sound- 
ness of the ee furnished by them.” John G. 
Seamans, head of the firm, was allowed to go 
without bail, on the understanding that he 
would appear when the case is taken before the 
Grand Jury. Assistant District Attorney Nic- 
oll, who was iggy se during the entire inquest, 
will present the case tothe Grand Jury. This 
case has attracted considerable attention as the 
first under the new law holding employers re- 
sponsible for injuries to persons employed by 
them dueto failure to take proper precautions 
for their safety. . 


THEIR EXPERIENCE IN A MUSEUM. 

Gilbert Curry and Bryan Berry, of 
Wilkesbarre, Penn., appeared as complainants 
in Essex Market Police Court yesterday. They 
had come to this city to celebrate the Fourth, 


and went into adime museum at No. 195 Bow- 
ee While they were there, they said, John 
Allen, the cashier, and Charles Austin, an at- 
tendant, tried to compel them to buy a bottle of 
blood purifier, and when the Pennsy!vanians 
said that they did not need it the two men as- 
saulted them, knocking them down and kickin 
them. The accused made a counter-complain 
against the Pennsylvanians, and charged them 
with carrying concealed weapons. These were 
found to consist of canes with tin knobs. Jus- 
tice O’ Reilly held the assailants for trial.

A QUIET TRANSFER AND NUMEROUS VISIT- 


ORS AT THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 

The private office of the Surveyor of the 
Port of New-York in the Custom House Build- 
ing was radiant with fragrant flowers yesterday. 
Huge baskets of roses, variegated bouquets, and 
floral emblems had been sent to the office early 
in the morning by friends of Hans S. Beattie, the 
gentleman whom President Cleveland appointed 
to succeed Surveyor James L. Benedict. Mr. 
Beattie reached the office about 10 o’clock and 
found his predecessor awaiting him. The trans- 
fer of the office with its responsibilities occurred 
without any formalities. Mr. Benedict shook 


hands with Mr. Beattie, wished him good luck, 
and offered to impart such information as he 
could concerning the duties of. the position. 

The new Surveyor said he intended to run the 
office according to law and in the interest of the 
public. Whatever might be his political, social, 
or religious affiliations, he was determined to ap- 
ply strict business principles in the performance 
ot his: public duties, He proposed to acquaint 
himself as faras possible with the methods of 
the office and the names of the employes and the 
kind and amount of work they performed before 
he made any changes. For this purpose he will 
send a circular, worded as follows, to each em- 
ployein the Surveyor’s Department:

In order not to clog the wheels of official busi- 
ness Mr. Beattie at once reappointed George C. 
Kibbe as Deputy Surveyor temporarily. Mr. 
Beattie intimated that he micht find it advanta- 
geous to appoint a confidential clerk. whose duty 
it would be to perform the clerical work, and 
leave the =urveyor free to attend to matters of 
greater importance. A rumor that Thomas 
Costigan would soon succeed Chief Clerk Samuel 
Blatchford was discussed with much interest 
and some incredulity by the loungers in and 
about the Custom House Building. 

One of the first official acts of the new Sur- 
veyor was tosuspend Inspector L. Ballard aod 
to send a communication to the Collector recom- 
— Baliard’s removal. The Inspector was 
reported by Deputy Surveyor Kibbe as having 
passed without proper examination a bundle 
of dutiable rugs belonging to Mr. and Mrs. J. H. 
Cole, passengers on the steamer Germanic, which 
arrived on Sunday. Inspector Ballard admitted 
to the Surveyor that he had passed the goods 
without proper examination. Mr. Beattie sub- 
sequently, in conversation with a TIMEs report- 
er, said he should tolerate no laxity nor care- 
lessness in the performance of duty on the part 
of his subordinates, 

Collector Hedden received a large number of 
visitors during the day. Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Fairchila called about noon and 
had a long conversation with the new Collector. 
Surveyor Beattie entered the Collector's office a 
little before 1 o’clock, and Mr. Hedden invited 
Mr. Fairchild and Mr. Beattie to take lunch with 
him. The new Collector does not lunch on an 
apple and a cracker or a bow! ot bread and milk, 
as did his two immediate predecessors—Judge 
Robertson and Gen. Merritt—but he has an 
elaborate meal of various courses served in an 
anteroom. While the three gentlemen were at 
lunch Hubert O. Thompson called. He was 
shown into the Collector’s room, the door was 
closed, and persons who were waiting to see Col- 
lector Hedden had to wait a longtime. Subse- 
 arnger = A Mr. Thompson paid a friendly visit to 
the office of the Surveyor. 

Assistant Secretary Fairchild called upon Na- 
val Officer Burt after leaving the Collector’s 
office, He said that the object of his flying visit 
to New-York was to get acquainted with the 
new Federal officers. He declined to say whether 
his visit was in relation to any proposed changes 
in the methods of doing the Government’s busi- 
ness here. 

Senator McPherson and Congressman McAdoo, 
of New-Jersey, were among yesterday’s callers 
at the Custom House. 





DISINFECTION UNNECESSARY. 


CONCLUSIONS OF THE INTERNATIONAL SAN- 
ITARY CONFERENCE AT ROME. 


The conclusions of the International 
Sanitary Conference recently held in Rome have 
been watched for with much interest by paper 
manufacturers and importers of rags. The con- 
ference was composed of some of the most 
eminent students of sanitary science in the 
world, and the question of disinfection was dis- 
cussed in all its bearings. In a letter from Rome, 
published in the British Medical Journal of June 
13, the findings of the conference were given. 
Paragraph 5 reads: ** Disinfection of goods, let- 
ters, and postal packages is superfluous.” This 
paragraph appears in another form in a letter to 
a Philadelphia paper, written from Rome under 


date of June 38. The portion in parentheses is 
supposed to have been interpolated by the writer 
of the letter on his own personal responsibility. 
The language used is as follows: ‘“ Disinfection 
of merchandise and of the mails is unnecessary. 
(Steam under pressure is the only reliable agent 
for disinfection of rags—les chiffons en gros.)”’ 

The American representative at the Rome 
conference was Lieut. George Sterntverg, who 
was employed by Health Of cer Smith, of this 
port, to make some testso. disinfecting proc- 
esses at the Baltic Stores, in Brooklyn, several 
months ago. Lieut. Sterrberg satisfied himself 
—and Dr. Smith—tbat superheated steam was 
the best kind of disinfectant for ragsin the bale, 
No suggestion was made during the Rome con- 
ference that any danger existed of spreading 
cholera or any other disease by means of rags 
which are shipped as merchandise. 

E. Nevelstein writes from Naples, Italy, under 
date of June 11, to the Paper rade Journal, of 
this city, as follows: 

“Following is the opinion of the principal authorities 
of the Health Congress during their stay in Naples, 
June 10: *The cholera microbe does not exist in tex- 
tile fabrics or in old dry linen, where it cannot find its 
necessary aliment unless there isa strong fermenta- 
tion caused , moistening the articles with water 
charged with the microbe. The transportation of dry 
rags from an infected locality to another place does 
not present any danger. Wateris the true propagator 
and moisture the rapid multiplier of the microbe. If 
cities pay attention, therefore, to the purity of the 
water which their inhabitants use, and when they 
drain and make wet localities salubrious, the cholera 
will disappear never to return.’ ”’ 

Mr. Nevelstein adds significantly: ‘* You may 
bring this to the attention of your readers if 
you think proper and of any use in changing 
the opinion as to the unobstructed entry of our 
rags at your ports; but I fear that personal in- 


terest will prevent action based on a proper un-* 


derstanding of the real nature of the microbe, 
Your ofticials seem to be influenced by some- 
thing other than sound judgment.” 

New-Yors importers of paper stock are be- 
ginning to wonder very hard what it is ** other 
than sound judgment” that impels a public 
officer to permit their property to be taken 
from them upon its arrival here, retained for an 
indefinite period, and returned to them in a 
damaged condition, when the highest sanitary 
authorities in the world have pronounced “ dis- 
infection of merchandise unnecessary.” Not 
only have the importers this important and 
authoritative opinion to justify theiy opposition 
to compulsory disinfection, but they have also 
Health Officer Smith’s personal assurance that 
there was no danger of cholera being pvroucht 
here by means of rags, but also tna. ne has no 
personal knowledge of any disease being spread 
by imported rags, 


FOR LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

Controller Loew yesterday sent to Com- 
missioner Squire, of the Department of Public 
Works, an answer to his request for informa- 
tion as to the amount of money available for 
local improvements for this year. The Con- 
troller says: ‘It appears that in December last, 
in view of the effect of the amendment to the 
State Constitution restricting the issue of bonds 
of this city, statements were made to the Board 


of Estimate and Apportionment from the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Department of 
Parks of the obligations and liabilities of the 
city then existing under contracts for local im- 
provements amounting to the sum of $2,193,153, 
of which $648,137 88 was in the Park Depart- 
ment and $1,545,015 12 in the Department of 
Public Works. At that time there was about 
$250,000 in the City Treasury to the credit of the 
street improvement fund, applicable to the 
payment of the obligations and liabilities on the 
then existing contracts for local improvements, 
and by resolution adopted by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment Dec. 5, 1884, an issue 
was authorized of assessment bonds for $950,000 
to provide further for the amount due and to 
become due on their existing contracts, and that 
amount was issued in December, 1884. 

**This provision has been ample to meet the 
demands for payment on the then existing con- 
tracts and the prosecution of works to comple- 
tion during the present year, and there is now a 
large balance in the Treasury to the credit of the 
fund for that purpose. I submit the foregoing 
statement to you therefore, for your considera- 
tion and advice as to the legal course which can 
be adopted to meet the exigencies of the situa- 
tion and relieve the departments in charge of 
local improvements from the serious embarrass- 
ment, and the city from the disastrous conse- 
quences, which would result from the stoppage 
of works. now projected and actually necessary 
for the public welfare.” 








A LIBEL SUIT REOPENED. 

At the last term of the Westchester 
County Circuit Court the suit of Coroner L. D. 
Tice, of Mount Vernon, against Frank Drom- 
goole and wife, proprietors of the Katonah Re- 
corder, for criminal libel, was noticed for trial. 
As the defendants did not putin an appearance 
Judge Barnard gave Coroner Tice a verdict tor 
$500 by default. The defendants recently made 
application to Judge Dykman for permission to 
open the default, on the ground that they were 
not ready for trial at the time it was called. 
Yesterday Judge Dykman rendered his decision, 
granting the motion and opening the default,

GEN. M’MAHON’S SUCCESSOR. 
POLITICIANS EXERCISED OVER THE COMING 


RECEIVER OF TAXES. 


The County Democracy organization 
has made what among politicians is cailed a 
** dead-set” for the office of Receiver of Taxes, 
until yesterday held by Gen. Martin T. Mc- 
Mahon, who has just been made United States 
Marshal for this district, The piace is in the 
gift of Controller Loew, and some one cruelly 
started the rumor yesterday that he had decided 
to offer the position to his brother, Frederick W. 
Loew, who happens just now to be unemployed 
by the city. The County Democracy leaders have, 
however, about decided that the office must be 
given to one of their tribe, and their firsf choice 
is said to ex-Superintendent of Police 
James J. Kelso. Mr. Kelso is now employed in 
the Finance Department, holding the place va- 
cated by Charles Reilly, whom Mayor Grace 
made Commissioner of Jurors. Mr. Kelso. has 
the additional advantage among the “ boys"’ of 
being somewhat of a martyr, Gen. McMahon 
having been appointed to the place upon which 
the ex-Superintendent had set his beart. Mr. 
Kelso has also been heard to declare that the 
salary of his present piace hardly keeps him in 
cigars and et ceteras, and he aspires to greater 
honors and larger emoluments. Sothe ‘** boys” 
have taken up the cause of Mr. Kelso and hope 
to put him in possession of the great receiving 
vaults ot the city. 

Unpleasant, however, as it may appear to the 
* boys,” it does not seem to be absolutely settled 
that Mr. Kelso is to have the place. Asa matter 
of course, the Controller will have to be con- 
sulted, and willing as that officer may be to have 
the ex-Superiotendent in his own office, where 
he can have him under his eye, it has not become 
apparent that he desires to put him in charge of 
the complex machinery of the Tax Receiver’s 
otfice. Indeed, (Controller Loew yesterday 
seemed to be oblivious of Mr. Kelso’s candi lacy. 
He said he intendea to take his time about 
naming Gen. McMahon’s successor. He had not 
yet received the General’s resignation and had 
not been officially informed of his appointment 
as United States Marshal. He add that he 
would name a man for the place who would be 
acceptable to all the peovle of New-York. 

With this statement of the Controller's posi- 
tion it may be wondered what are Mr. Kelso's 
chances of being appointed. While it is de- 
clared that he has not put himself forward as a 
candidate, his friends are certainly working 
hard for him, and last night the whisper went 
round that there were good chances of **land- 
ing” him. 

The position of Receiver of Taxesisa very 
important one, and at certain seasons of the 
year the work of the office is very heavy and 
many men are employed. While,2the duties of 
the Receiver are not very onerous, the office is 
very responsibie, and opportunities for fraud 
and corrupt dealings are many.
